Regular Officers to Teach 


Students Seeking Navy 
Reserve Commissions 


PLANS BEING COMPLETED 





LANS are under consideration in the 
Navy Department for the establish- 
ment of a naval reserve officers’ training 
corps. The proposal calls for the estab- 
lishment of an experimental course of study 


for naval reserve officers at one of the 
eastern colleges in the next scholastic 
year. Regular naval officers are to be 


detailed as instructors in this course under 
an agreement with the faculty. 

It has been recognized for some time by 
regular navy officers who have been study- 
ing the question of a naval reserve that 
there is a need of a source of supply for 
naval reserve officers. The same situation 
is developing in the naval reserve as exists 
in the organized reserves for the Army. 
In some respects there is more need for 
a special training of naval reserve officers 
than for the Army. 

Year by year the requirements of the 
fleet are becoming more technical and it 
is more difficult for officers and men with 
training on merchant and private ships to 
comply with the requirements of the Navy. 
Reserve officers for the Navy, it is insisted, 
should have technical instruction and in 
no place can this be given as in univer- 
sities and colleges. 

One of the propositions that is under 
consideration in this connection is to have 
students who have taken the required 
course of study at a college to join the 
midshipmen on their annual practice 
cruise. This, it is believed, will not only 
be an added attraction to students who 
take the course in college, but will give 
them practical training aboard a man of 
war, 

The matter has not reached the stage at 
which a university has been selected or 
the course of study agreed upon, but 
there is no doubt that at least an experi- 
ment will be made in the next school year. 
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ARMY AIRMEN PREPARE 
FOR ATLANTIC FLIGHT 


‘THE Army Round-the-World flyers are 

at present at Brough, England, a village 
about 10 miles from Hull, where they are 
changing from wheel landing gear to pon- 
toons. A radio apparatus will also be in- 
stalled at this point. 

The trans-Atlantic flight from Brough 
will be by way of Kirkwall, Iceland, Green- 
land and Labrador. It has been decided to 
omit a stop at the Faroe Islands, hence the 
flight will proceed directly from Kirkwall. 
Orkney Islands, to Iceland, a distance of 
60 miles. To date the flight has covered 
approximately 19,000 miles and 250 hours 
have been spent in the air. 

The flight is not expected to leave Eng- 
land before August 1. The ultimate suc- 
cess of the flight is considered of more im- 
portance than speed. Also, the delay in 
England will allow the flyers to rest, the 
equipment to be thoroughly inspected and 
put in shape, and will also permit the ad- 
vance officers time to complete the arrange- 
ments at various stops.

FEDERAL RECOGNITION WILL BE DENIED 
NATIONAL GUARD DUE TO LACK OF FUNDS 


UE to the lack of sufficient appropriations for the fiscal year 
_ Militia Bureau will probably deny further recognition to National Guard 
units who have not already asked for it. 

As of June 30, 1924, Federal recognition had been granted to 3163 units, 
and since this date 45 additional units have been given this mark of distinc- 
To complete the 250,000 strength program which the Militia Bureau has 
been working on, recognition would have to be granted to 536 more units. In 
other words, it would take 297 units to complete the 18 Infantry divisions, 86 
units to complete the four Cavalry divisions, and to complete all other organiza- 
tions would require 158 units, or a total of 581 units.

REGULAR ARMY AND RESERVES 
TAXED TO TAKE CARE OF C. M. T. C. 


HUNDRED thousand for the Citizens’ 

Military Training Camps is the goal 
that will be reached really before the Army 
and its equipment are ready for it. This 
is the conclusion of Brig. Gen, C. H. Mar- 
tin, Assistant Chief of Staff, after an in- 
spection of the First, Second and Sixth 
Corps Area Headquarters, where he held 
conferences with regular and reserve offi- 
cers who were in the campaign for re- 
ecruits and now are conducting the camps. 
The excellent response to the call to the 
camps has taxed the capacity of the Army 
and Reserves for instructors. 

Upon his return General Martin recom- 
mended to the War Department that an 
increase in the allotment for each of these 
three corps areas be increased by 1000. 
This, it is estimated, will bring the strength 
of the Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
this summer to about 33,000. The original 
allotment for the nine corps areas for 
this year was 28,000. Long before the 
camps opened practically all of the corps 
areas had reached their limit and stopped 
recruiting. 

In basing his predictions of an approach 
to 100,000 for the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps General Martin calls attention 
to the remarkable growth in the camps 
during the past three years. In 1921 the 
War Department, assisted by the Military 
Training Camps Association and other or- 
ganizations, was hard pressed to secure 
11,000. In 1922 they were gratified when 
the camps jumped to 22,000 and in 1923 
they filled up to 24,500. 

This year it is confidently believed that 
the camps would have passed the 50,000 
mark if there had been sufficient funds 
available. The number of young men 
that have turned out has exceeded the ex- 
pectations of the most optimistic support- 
ers of the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps. 

“At all the corps area headquarters and 
camps that I visited,” said General Mar- 
tin, “I found the highest type of young men, 
either in the camps or trying to get into 
them. I went out to see the corps area 
commanders for the purpose of explaining 
to them that we could not increase the al- 
lotment. I expected to be very hard-boiled 
about the matter and tell them that while 
we appreciated the good intentions and 
offers of the young men to come out, that 
the War Department had reached its lim- 
it and it was not safe to accept any more 
students. But I gave way under the pres- 


sure of these fine young men to take train- 
ing at the camps. 

“I simply could not find the heart to re- 
fuse the appeal for an increase in the al- 
lotment for the three corps areas that I 
visited. Since I have returned I have 
insisted that we simply must ffd the funds 
somewhere for an increase for the First, 
Second and Sixth Corps Areas. 

“Perhaps it is fortunate that I have not 
had time to visit the other corps areas or 
I would have come back and asked the Sec- 
retary of War to put a mortgage on the 
Treasury building in order to secure the 
funds for an increase in the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. 

“When I returned to the War Depart- 
found a report from Col. T. M. 
Anderson, Commander of the first C.M. 
1T.C. of this season. The camp of which 
he was commander at Fort Douglas, Utah, 
opened June 12, and I think was about 
the first to close. It graduated 850 stu- 
dents from Nevada, Utah and Wyoming. 
Many of them came on horseback over the 
mountains and by stagecoach. Yet Colonel 
Anderson reports that out of the 850 grad- 
uates over 800 have indicated their desire 
to come to camp next year. 

“It is my opinion the War Department 
need not concern itself about the future of 
the Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
either as to the funds to be appropriated 
by: Congress or the number of students who 
will wish to attend. Next year, in my 
opinion, we will be hard-pressed for facil- 
ities and instructors to take care of the 
camps. If Camp Douglas is a criterion, 
we will start next year with more second- 
year students than the total in 1928. 

“If the other camps maintain the stand- 
ard of Camp Douglas we will have over 
25,000 students who will be in their second 
or third year of the training. 

“This will leave very little room for new 
students if the allowances by Congress and 
the War Department are not increased 
about 40,000. At the same time it must be 
recognized with our present facilities we 
will be hard-pressed to take care of more 
than 40,000. 

“While the situation is gratifying, it 
must be recognized that it presents a real 
problem for the Regular Army. Of course 
we can call upon the reserve officers, but 
there is a limit to this assistance, as only 
a certain percentage of reserve officers can 
be spared from their businesses and pro- 
fessions.” 
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COAST GUARD PLANS 
EXTENSIVE BLOCKADE 


Will Cover Shore Line From 
Maine to Oregon to 
Stop Rumrunning 


TO USE 20 DESTROYERS 


HE Coast Guard is now organizing the 

second blockade of the_ ports of the 
United States. In its attéimpt to break 
up rum-running it is instituting a blockade 
which will extend from Portland, Me., to 
Portland, Ore., and beyond. As the block- 
ade during the Civil War extended only 
from Norfolk to Galveston so far as coast 
line is concerned, the task of stopping rum 
runners is greater than the blockade of 
the Civil War. 

The 20 destroyers which the Navy has 
turned over to the Coast Guard are of the 
older type and frequently referred to as 
“flivvers.” At the same time, the range 
of their guns and their speed exceed that 
of the Alabama or Kearsage of Civil War 
days. The destroyers have a speed of 30 
knots an hour. 

In addition to the destroyers the Coast 
Guard is having 343 patrol boats con- 
structed for harbor and river work. One 
type is a 75-foot boat, 175 of which are 
under contract, and will be used in outer 


harbor patrol while another 

boat will be used in the rivers and 
inner basins. Of course the Coast 
Guard is not revealing its plans, but - 


the command of lieutenant comman 
and the patrol boats will be under command 
of officers stationed at the larger harbors. 
Patrol boats will have boatswains and 
chief gunners as commanders. 

It has been no mean task to increase 
the strength of the Coast Guard from 
about 4500 officers and men to 9000 officers 
and men. In this the Coast Guard has had 
the hearty co-operation and valuable as- 
sistance of the Navy. The facilities of 
the Navy yards and training stations have 
been placed as the disposal of the Coast 
Guard. 

Perhaps the busiest personnel board in 
time of peace, of any service, has been that - 
of the Coast Guard, which is headed by 
Capt. F. S. Van Baskerck. The other 
members of the board are Lt. Comdrs. 
George C. Alexander, George W. Davis, Lt. 
Roger Weight, Professor Chester E. De- 
mick and Ens. F. R. Baily, Recorder.

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CONTACT CAMP NEW 
TRAINING PROJECT 
Reserve Officers Are Able 
To Attend at Sea Girt 
Without Orders 


PROGRAM IS ANNOUNCED 





FOLLOWING carefully laid plans, a per- 

manent program for Reserve Officers’ 
training has been announced at Camp Sil- 
zer, Sea Girt, N. J., by means of a “Con- 
tact Camp.” The project is to enable all 


reserve officers who desire to avail them- 
selves of the training to take courses at 


the camp. 

According to Maj. Gen. Quincy A. Gill- 
more, commanding the 44th Infantry (New 
Jersey National Guard), one of the spon- 
sors of the plan, it will afford reserve offi- 


cers not actively detailed to duty at the 
camp an opportunity of attending it at a 
minimum cost to secure additional instruc- 
tion, 

The interest aroused in the “Contact 
Camp” idea has been shown by the vol- 
untary attendance of numerous officers at 
the courses held to date. These courses 
covered general subjects, such as adminis- 
tration, hygiene, tactics and map reading, 
and started July 20. 

The following subjects will be taken up 
in the order and on the dates indicated : 

July 26: Infantry weapons, lecture and 
demonstration, rifle and hand grenade. Ju- 
ly 27: mobilization, general supply at mo- 
bilization ; July 28: organization, staff and 
auxiliary units; July 29: first aid; July 
31: tactical walk, combat principles in at- 
tack; August 1, topographical sketching; 
August 2: infantry weapons, lecture and 
demonstration, rifle and hand grenade; 
August 3: mobilization, general initial 
training; August 4: organization, the in- 
fantry division; August 5: messing and 
the army ration; August 7: the pistol, 


lecture and demonstration; August 8: 
topography, orientation and _ sketching; 
August 9%: tactical walk, the infan- 


rifle company in attack; August 
10: mobilization general and test mo- 
bilization; August 11: the machine gun, 
lecture and demonstration; August 12: 
range estimation, the mill scale; August 
14: sanitation, disposal of refuse, sal- 
vage; August 15: the 37mm gun; August 
16: tactics, the M. G. Co. in attack ; August 
17: mobilization, covering forces and or- 
nized reserve units; August 18: the 
tokes mortar; August 19: fire control 
and fire discipline ; August 21: topographi- 
cal, selecting defense positions; August 
22: weapons—the 73mm. Lecture on a po- 
sition with particular reference to Ar- 
tillery action; and August 23: tactics—the 
Inf. Bn. in attack, tactical walk. 
Colonel I. C. Jenks is in general charge 
of instruction at the camp. Col. Shuttle- 
wirth, Lt. Cols. Carleton and Wade, Major 
Brown and Capts. Avery, Lord, Rippetoe 
and Kenworthey compose the corps of in- 
structors. 





TWO GENERAL OFFICER 
PROMOTIONS ARE POSTED 


THE Secretary of War recommends the 

following promotions and appointment 
of general officers: Brigadier General Wil- 
liam R. Smith to be a major general on 
July 23, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
retirement of General Ulysses G. McAlex- 
ander for prac disability on July 22, 
and Colonel Campbell King to be a briga- 
jer general on July 23 to fill the vacancy 
caused As promotion of General Smith 
on July 23. 

Brigadier General William R. Smith is 
at present stationed at Fort Monroe, Va., 
in command of the Coast Artillery School 
and Coast Artillery training. General 
Smith was born April 2, 1868, in Nashville, 
Tenn., and appointed to the Military Acad- 
emy from the same State in 1888. Upon 
graduation in 1892 he was appointed to 
the Artillery. Prior to the World War he 
served through the successive grades to col- 
onel in the Coast Artillery. In August, 
1917, he was appointed a brigadier general, 
National Army, and assigned to command 
the 62d Field Artillery Brigade of the 37th 
Division. He was promoted to Major Gen- 


eral, National Army, in June, 1918, and 
placed in command of the 36th Division 
and commanded it in France. At the con- 
clusion of the World War he reverted to 
the grade of Colonel, Coast Artillery, and 


was assigned to duty as Chief of Staff, 


Philippine Department. He was appointed 
Brigadier General, Regular Army, on July 
2, 1920, and has since commanded the 8th 
Corps Area Training Center at Ft. Sam 
Houston, Texas, and the Coast Artillery 
School at Ft. Monroe, Va. ‘ 

General Smith was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal by our Govern- 
ment and the Legion of Honor by France 
for his World War services. The dis- 
tinguished Service Medal citation follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and con- 

spicuous services as Commanding General, 
36th Division. By his thorough and cease- 
less efforts, coupled with keen insight into 
the principles of military training, he 
brought his division to such a high stand- 
ard of discipline and proficiency as to 
achieve conspicuous results in a major op- 
eration without previous service under 
fire.” 
Colonel Campbell King is at present in 
command of the 15th Infantry at American 
Barracks, Tientsin, China. He was born 
at Flat Rock, N. C., August 30, 1871, and 
enlisted as a private in the 5th Cavalry, 
July 31, 1897. He was appointed 2d lieu- 
tenant of Infantry in the Regular Army, 
July 9, 1898. He was a Lieutenant Col- 
onel, temporary rank, in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department at the beginning of the 
World War. He graduated from the In- 
fantry-Cavalry School in 1905, from the 
Staff College in 1906 and from the Army 
War College in 1911. 

Colonel King went to France in June, 
1917, as Assistant Adjutant of the First 
Division, and was later Assistant Chief 
of Staff, G-3, and Chief of Staff .of the 
same division. In October, 1918, he was 
promoted to brigadier general and made 
Chief of Staff of the Third Army Corps. 
Upon returning to the United States after 
the Armistice he was detailed as instruc- 
tor at the Army War College, and later 
was assigned to the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff, where he served until ordered to 
foreign service. : " 

Col. King was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal by our Government, the 
Croix de Guerre with palm and the Legion 
of Honor by France and the Order of the 
Crown by Italy. The citation for the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and dis- 
tinguished services. He served with dis- 
tinction as Chief of Staff of the 1st Division 
in the operations near Montdidier, the ad- 
vance south of Soissons and in the attack 
of the St: Mihiel salient. Later as Chief 
of Staff of the 3d Army Corps during the 
Argonne-Metse operations, by his splendid 
tactical judgment he rendered especially 
meritorious service.” 
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UNIQUE COLLECTION OF 
MODEL ARMIES FOR SALE 


A UNIQUE collection of model armies, 
probably the most complete of its kind 
in existence, has just been offered for sale 
by the Baroness X of Paris. The collec- 
tion was made by her husband, formerly a 
oommandant in the French Army and later 
professor in the Ecole Militaire, Paris. 

These model armies of tin and lead com- 
prise over 60,000 figures, brightly painted 
in the true colors of the various uniforms, 
and represent the infantry, cavalry, ar- 
tillery, field pieces, etc., of every military 
nation of Europe since the fifteenth century 
as well as American and Japanese soldiers 
and some Redskins! 

Measuring 3% centimeters for the in- 
fantry and 444 centimeters for the cavalry, 
these models were manufactured mostly at 
the famous factory at Nuremburg and: at 
Altgayer, in Germany. The last named 
factory no longer exists, and the material 
of which the models are made, a special 
pliable alloy, can no longer be procured. 

With these soldiers one is able to pass 
from simple amusement to the veritable 
action of battle and show not only his 
skill in the handling of the field pieces, 
but is able to apply his principles of mili- 
tary tactics and strategy in his maneuvers. 
A most interesting diversion, also, is to 
reconstruct the famous battles of history 
and of legend. Nothing can give as vivid 
an idea of Napoleon’s army, for _in- 
stance, as these models, disposed on a field 
of sand, complete with trees, hedges, dwell- 
ings, fortresses, rivers, bridges, ete., with 
each model a unit of an army complete in 
every detail, officered and arrayed in true 
military style. 





“GOVERNOR’S DAY” IS 
HELD AT SEA GIRT 


National Guard Stages Big 
Demonstration For Gov. 


Silzer of N. J. 


GEN. GILLMORE PRAISED 





«CX OVERNOR’S Day” at the New Jer- 

sey State Camp, Sea Girt, N. J., on 
July 18 was featured by a realistic dem- 
instration of actual warfare staged by the 
113th and 114th Infantry Regiments, N. 
J. N. G., 44th Division, and auxiliary 
units, for Governor George Silzer of New 
Jersey. 

Maj. Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., 
commander of. the Second Corps Area, and 
his staff; Maj. Gen. Quincy A. Gillmore, 
N. J. N. G., commander of the 44th Divi- 
sion, and his staff: and Gen. Bird W. 
Spencer, in charge of the rifle range at the 
Camp, also witnessed the demonstration. 

The airplanes dropped bombs as in ac- 
tual combat and the troops used ball car- 
tridges in firing at the enemy, which for 
the purpose of the demonstration were 
represented by targets. The execution 
which the guardsmen did in rifle flre was 
excellent. Ciose examination of the enemy 
showed that the flying bombers had also 
done considerable execution. 

The participants in the demonstration, 
which lasted a greater part of the after- 
noon, proved that the units as organized 
were very mobile, bodies of troops shifting 
with great alacrity when the occasion or 
tactics demanded. 

Following the demonstration the Gov- 
ernor entertained the officers at a dinner, 
which was marked by the speeches of the 
host, Maj. Gen. Bullard and Brig. Gen. 
Henry J. Reilly, O.R.C. 

Governor Silzer lauded Maj. Gen. Gill- 
more highly in his speech, telling how he 
had sought for a suitable commander for 
the 44th Division (largely composed of 
New Jersey National Guard troops) and 
had finally picked the present commander 
because of his excellent record. 

The Governor mentioned the fact that 
Maj. Gen. Gillmore was a graduate of 
West Point, Class of 1904, and had served 
overseas as commander of an Artillery 
Regiment. He also recalled the fact that 
the General's father, Col. Gillmore, had 
commanded a New Jersey Regiment in the 
Spanish-American War in 1598. 

In concluding his talk Governor Silzer 
lauded the improvement of the National 
Guard and praised the staging of the dem- 
onstration which, he asserted, gave the 
layman a clearer understanding of what 
real warfare looked like. 

Maj. Gen. Bullard’s speech dealt with 
preparedness. The Commander of the Sec- 
ond Corps Area emphasized the strong co- 
operative relations between the Regular 
Army and the National Guard. He also 
lauded the patriotic spirit which dominated 
the men who entered the Guard and sacri- 
ficed a few recreational hours to discharge 
their responsibilities as citizens. 

Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly told of the 
resolutions passed at the recent Rainbow 
Division Veterans’ Association convention 
and made an attack on misleading pacifist 
propaganda. He spoke of the unanimity 
with which the veterans had declared 
themselves ready to serve the country 
again in time of war and branded pacifist 
declarations to the effect that “veterans 
will never fight again” as an “unmitigated 


ie. 

General Reilly also told of the Division 
Association’s pledged support on the Na- 
tional Defense Test to be held on Sep- 
tember 12, which peace-at-any-price advyo- 
cates have so bitterly assailed. 

The closing of the Reserve Officers’ 
Camp at Sea Girt on July 19 brought the 
Governor's visit to a close. The reserve 
officers worked out a tactical problem or 
Coast Defense successfully. Col. I. C. 
Jenks, in charge of the reserve officers, who 
is now busy on the “Contact Camp” proj- 
ect now under way at Sea Girt, received a 
watch from the reserve officers who had 
completed their training. 

General Spencer, a veteran of the 7th 
Infantry Regiment, N. Y. N. G., now 
known as the 107th Infantry, 27th Divi- 
sion, is making preparations at the range 
for an active season despite his 78 years. 

After the tactical exercises were con- 
cluded the entire 57th Infantry Brigade, 


commanded by Brig. Gen. Winfield §. 
Price, was reviewed by Governor :Silzer, 
who seemed highly pleased with the shovw- 
ing of the troops. 

To increase competition among units of 
the brigade proficiency banners’ were 
awarded each day to companies and }at- 
talions making highest proficiency and in- 
spection records. The Third Battalion of 
the 118th Infantry, under command of 
Maj. William A. Higgins, of Jersey City. 
carried off both the “57th Brigade Banner’ 
and the “Best Battalion Banner,” placing 
them in the brigade championship clas

DWIGHT F. DAVIS TALKS 
ON CITIZENS’ DUTIES 
I WIGHT F. DAVIS, Assistant Secre 
tary of War, in an address on July 21 
before the summer school pupils of George 
Washington University, discussed the duty 
of American citizens to accept military 
service in war-time along with enjoyment 
of privileges of citizenship during peace 

Although no specific reference was made 
to pacifist propaganda the assistant secre- 
tary no doubt had in mind the latest effort 
of pacifists to prevent the success of “Na 
tional Defense Test Day,” when he ex- 
pressed the following sentiment on national 
defense : 

“Our military strength has always been 
proportionately and actually far below that 
of the other leading nations of the world. 
In proportion to population, Great Brit- 
ain has twice as large an army as tlie 
United States, Japan four times as large, 
and France fifteen times. 

“Our national defense is essentially dem- 
ocratic in principle. Ever since the days 
of Washington it has been recognized as 
a cardinal principle that in time of danger 
the country can call, and it is the duty of 
the individual to serve. It is your army, it 
is your Government. 

“National defense must be founded on 
a certain amount of preparation and train- 
ing in advance. In time of peace the pre- 
liminary training has always been on a 
voluntary basis. In this matter the con- 
science of the individual must be his 
guide.” 
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CHAPLAINS DEDICATE 
CHURCH TO COMRADES 


HE deeds of valor of 500 members of 

the Reformed Church of the United 
States who gave their lives in the World 
War are to be kept in remembrance through 
the beautiful memorial church erected by 
the General Synod at Chateau Thierry, 
France, which was dedicated July 13. Rev. 
W. Stuart Cramer of Lancaster, Pa., of- 
ficiated. It was largely through his ef- 
forts that this fitting tribute to our com- 
rades was made possible. 

The names of 22 Army chaplains w 
gave their lives in the conflict are inscribed 
upon the pulpit, which is dedicated to their 
memory. These chaplains represented 10 
denominations, there being three Presby- 
terian, three Protestant Episcopal, five Ro- 
man Catholic, one Cumberland Presbyte 
rian, two Congergational, two Disciples, 
three Methodist Episcopal, one Lutheran, 
one United Brethren and one Baptist. 
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SIGNAL CORPS OFFICER 
GIVES MEXICO REPORT 


MAJor L. B. BENDER, Signal Corps, 
one of the technical advisers of the 
American delegates to the Inter-American 
Congress on Electrical Communication, 
which has been in session since May 27, 
returned to Washington, D. C., on July 11 
with the report that so far the countries 
participating had failed to agree on funda 
mental points and that the results of the 
convention were negligible to date as far 
as achieving the aims of the conference was 
concerned. 

The chief stumbling block to closer co- 
operation between the United States and 
the other republics, Maj. Bender declared, 
lay in the fact that in the Central and 
South American countries and Mexico all 
communication companies are run by the 
governments concerned, while in the United 
States private companies control the lines. 

He said that the American delegates had 
not been able to convince the other dele- 
gates that it was impossible to apply the 
same methods to both privately-owned and 
government owned companies. When lhe 
left the delegates were atempting to work 
out a compromise acceptable to all.

NAVY SCHOOLS 
HE Electrical School at the Naval 
Training Station, San Diego, Calif., 


will start on August 1, under direction of 
Lt. J. W. Storm, U.S.N., according to 
latest reports. The opening of the school 
has been delayed about a month. 

Twelve instructors, including nine chief 
electrician’s mates, a chief gunner, a chief 
boatswain’s mate and a yeoman, first class, 
have been assigned in addition to the 
officer staff at the school. 

Thirty men, expected as initial students, 
will be divided into two sections of 15 
men each. As the attendance at the school 
will grow with assignments of men from 
ships of the Fleet, plans have been made to 
take care of 100 students. The school 
term will be 27 weeks. 

The maximum number of men under in- 
struction has been set tentatively at 100, 
but this number will not be reached until 
after a considerable time, a new class being 
convened each week with a small number 
of men. Upon finishing the 20 weeks’ 
course 40 per cent. of the graduates will 
be selected for an additional eight weeks’ 
course in gyro compasses. Most of the 
candidates for this school will be taken 
from ships of the Battle Fleet and upon 
their graduation will be returned to the 
Battle Fleet.

INFANTRY SCHOOL 


ENERAL JOHN J. PERSHING, 

General of the Armies, recently laid the 
cornerstone of the new Doughboy Memorial 
Stadium at the Infantry School, Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga. When completed the Doughboy 
Stadium will be the largest athletic plant in 
the military Services. 

The stadium is being built by the In- 
fantry of the Regular Army in commemora- 
tion of their comrades in the Armies of 
the United States who made the supreme 
sacrifice during the World War. Not one 
cent of Government appropriation has been 
made or asked, the funds being entirely 
contributed by the Infantry regiments of 
the Regular Army and their friends. The 
construction is being carried on by the 
troops stationed at the Infantry School. 

The bowl will be of concrete and will 
be more than 400 feet long. It will be com- 
pleted during the coming winter, and will 
serve not only as an Infantry memorial but 
also as the home of Infantry athletic 
teams, which have for years been competing 
in the Southern Conference. With the 
coming of the stadium, the Infantrymen are 
greatly enlarging their athletic schedules 
and next year will include football games 
with the Third Army Corps and Quantico 
Marines as well as their strong Southern 
opponents. 
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AIR SCHOOL 


Hawall. 
HERE has been a decided improvement 
in observation with both Coast and 
Field Artillery since the 4th Observation 
Squadron- Artillery schools have been com- 
pleted. A number of misunderstandings 
in types of messages sent and received and 
the lack of standard methods used in ob- 
serving with different batteries, convinced 
the Commanding Officer that a school for 
all artillery communications officers and all 
pilots and observers was the best method 
of eliminating small misunderstandings. 
The school was first organized between 
the Air Service and the 11th Field Artil- 
lery Brigade, and due to excellent co-opera- 
tion some exceptional results were obtained 
and a thorough understanding of limita- 
tions of each branch of Service was gained. 
The school for Division Artillery was 
so successful that the Squadron Commander 
decided to carry on with the Coast Ar- 
tillery. Consequently, authority was re- 
quested from and granted by the Depart- 
ment Commander for a school of communi- 
eations officers of the Coast Artillery Dis- 
trict and Squadron officers. As a result of 
these schools a number of minor difficulties 
were eliminated, some having arisen from 
time to time in flying problems for bat- 
teries. The time element and misunder- 
standing between Air Service and the Ar- 
tillery in this Department was also cut 
down.

The city of Seattle has done everything 
possible to make the site of the Aircraft 
Squadrons at the new base a_ pleasant 
one and have furnished many facilities.

Just at present the British submarine 
X-1 is a mystery to the American naval 


authorities. There is an impression that 
she is an entirely new type of submarine 
and that she has something that no other 
submarine now in commission possesses. 
What it is, is the subject of much specu- 
lation in naval circles the world over. 

Japan is also reported to be building 
something new in the way of subma- 
rines. Her plans are even more of a secret 
than those of the English navy. The 
authorities do not know even the name of 
Japan’s new type of submarine. 

In the testimony before the congressional 
committee naval officers have frankly admit- 
ted that they do not think that the Ameri- 
can Navy is up to date on submarines. 
The Navy has been frequently attacked on 
this point and no attempt has been made 
by the authorities in the department to 
answer these attacks. They have simply 
maintained a discreet silence when the 
efficiency of the submarines of the Ameri- 
can Navy has been questioned. 

Naturally when the authorities in the 
department realize that the American Navy 
is not up to date in submarine construction 
and that the other powers are working in 
secret on new types, there is a determina- 
tion to attack the problem with great vigor 
and at the same time inaugurate a counter- 
offensive in the way of secret construction. 
In response to queries as to the length of 
the new submarine or her breadth of beam, 
the officers in charge remain silent. All 
that would be admitted is that the hull 
will be built at Portsmouth and the ma- 
chinery at the Brooklyn Navy yard. For 
other particulars the inquirers were re- 
ferred to the provision of the last Naval 
Act. 

GENERAL CASTNER 
TOT all of the discontented officers of 
the World War were in the National 
Guard and among the temporary officers. 
There were Regulars with grievances 
against the authorities, although they were 
inclined not to discuss them so freely as 
the National Guard and emergency officers. 
I can recall very vividly “the winter of dis- 
content” of one, then Col. Joseph C. Cast- 
ner, but now very deservedly General Cast- 
ner. 

“I am going to be the joke of this war,” 
declared General Castner. 

When pressed for an explanation of 
this rather startling declaration General 
Castner continued: 

“Do you know what they’ve done with 
me? They formed a Division at Camp 
Meade, taking the pick of the officers 
and men who have been mobilized there. 
Then they had some left-overs who could 
not stand the psychological tests, whatever 
that means, and they threw them together, 
called it a Regular regiment and put me in 
command. 

“Now, here I am in Washington, ask- 
ing for some help. I want an officer or 
two to help me handle that outfit. I know 
I'm not going to make anything out of it, 
for they must have given me a bunch that 
had come very nearly being rejected in the 
selective draft.” 

General Castner lingered around the 
War Department for a couple of days. He 
appealed to every friend he had in the De- 
partment, but I am not advised as to what 
success he met in securing additional offi- 
cers, but everyone knows that he did suc- 
ceed in producing the 38th Infantry, the 
“Rock of the Marne.” 

The 38th Infantry had two general 
officers on the active list of the Regular 
Army. Gen. Castner got his star largely 
on account of the wonderful work that he 
did in organizing and training the 38th 
Infantry. As announced in the issue of 
July 18, its battle commander, U. G. Mac- 
Alexander, was made a major general. All 
of which proves that you cannot alyaws tell 
what a good officer can do under a handi- 
cap in building up an organization. He 
cannot tell himself until he has tried.

“delayed action.” 


TRAINING JUNIOR OFFICERS 

S the result of the protest from the de- 

stroyer commanders mentioned in these 
columns the Navy Department proposes to 
adhere strictly to a new policy for the 
training of jurior officers on battleships. 
Beginning with this year’s class, Naval 
Academy graduates will be required to 
serve‘two years on battleships before they 
are transferred to destroyers, submarines 
and other smaller ships. 

Battleship commanders have been in- 
structed to give special attention to the 
instruction and training of junior officers 
during this period of two years. They 
will be expected to assign them to duty 
which will qualify them for duty on de- 
stroyers and smaller ships. 

Commenting on this policy relative to 
junior officers, a member of the General 
Board said: 

“Naturally the place for younger offi- 
cers is on destroyers and small ships. At 
the same time, it is more important to 
have all the officers on a destroyer fully 
trained than on the battleships. A battle- 
ship with its larger personnel can absorb 
ensigns to a certain extent without materi- 
ally reducing its efficiency. On the other 
hand one untrained officer on a destroyer 
or smaller ship has by far a greater effect 
upon its personnel than on a battleship or 
cruiser. Just to illustrate my point, sup- 
pose that there were only two officers on a 
small ship and one of them was not suffi- 
ciently trained, its efficiency would be re- 
duced by fifty per cent. The same principle 
applies to destroyers to a lesser degree.” 


CAN ONLY COMMEND WAR FLIERS 


HERE is already a demand in the daily 
press for some fitting recognition by 
the War Department for the magnificent 
achievement of the round-the-world fliers. 
The Secretary of War has been approached 
on the subject by a number of influential 
men who are interested in the development 
of aviation, and has expressed the belief 
that something should be done to express 
the appreciation of the Government. 

But he has no authority. Neither has 
the President any authority to give the 
aviators more than a letter of commenda- 
tion. The Secretary of War asked Con- 
gress for authority to promote junior offi- 
cers for extraordinary meritorious con- 
duct, but Congress refused to pass any 
such legislation. No doubt in December 
there will be some legislation proposed on 
the subject, but this will be a long process 
and come as tard¥ recognition for the 
splendid achievement and heroic conduct of 
the round-the-world fliers.

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FRENCH PLANE PROVED 
MERIT IN BIG FLIGHT 


Paris-to-Tokyo Trip Taught 
World Worth of New 
Breguet Bomher 


SHOWS AIR DEVELOPMENT 


L’: PELLETIER D’OISY and Sergt. 
Bernard Besin, of the French Air Ser- 

vice, in a new Breguet bomber, made a 
world’s record of 10,000 miles in approxi- 
mately 88 flying hours on their famous 
Paris to Tokyo flight. The simultaneous 
round-the-world flights of the American 
and British airmen, prevented much her- 
alding of the French fliers’ progress, but 
with the flight over the French air de- 
partment is reported to have issued a com- 
munique containing data gathered on the 
trip. 

The statements indicate that the French 
air department learned many lessons from 
the pioneer flight between France and 
French Indo-China which, it is said, will 
shortly be put into practice in a regular 
“rapid liason” service between France and 
her colonial possessions. 

Despite reports to the contrary the 
French airmen did not start out in their 
Breguet 19A2 bomber without careful 
preparation on the part of the French air 
service. Although no provisions were made 
for machine replacement, the air depart- 
ment secured weather forecast service and 
fuel depots for the flyers on the route they 
were taking. 

The great cruising range of the new 
Breguet bomber was demonstrated by the 
trip. That and the increase in average 
speed secured by the installation of a 400- 
horsepower Lorraine-Dietrich engine in 
place of the old 300-horsepower engine 
show the strides the French have made in 
airplane construction since the develop- 
ment of the 1918 Breguet plane. 

D'Oisy’s Breguet, fully equipped with 
spare parts and equipment, had a cruising 
range of approximately 1400 miles at an 
average speed of 122 miles an hour, ac- 
cording to report. 

The steadiness of the machine, up to the 
time it was inadvertently wrecked by 
hitting a golf bunker near Shanghai, China, 
gave great satisfaction to the French air 
department authorities. 

The low fuel consumption and wide 
cruising range of the Breguet, if utilized 
by the U. S. Air Mail, according to an 
aviation paper, would cut almost half a 
day off the cross-country mail flight time.

REAR ADMIRAL THOMAS P. MA- 
. GRUDER U.S,N., commanding the 
light cruiser squadron of the Scouting 
eet, has received the approval of the 
Navy Department to his plans for co- 
operating with the Army world fliers dur- 
Ing their home flight across the Atlantic. 
e establishment of a chain of radio com- 
Munication and the placing of ships along 
the route and covering each leg of the 
fight is provided. 
e cruiser Richmond, Admiral Ma- 
gtuder’s flagship, sailed from Newport, 
- I, July 20 for Rosythm, Scotland, 
Where she will be met by the cruiser Ra- 
eigh and two destroyers from the Euro- 
pean squadron. These four ships will 
guard the flight from England to the Ork- 
hey islands, scheduled to start about August 
Later the ships will take position be- 
tween the Orkney islands and Iceland to 
guard that leg of the flight. 
The Milwaukee sailed July 18 from New 
ork for Halifax to take aboard an ad- 
vance officer of the Army Air Service, 
ater proceeding to points where the fliers 





are scheduled to stop and distributing sup- 
plies in advance. 

The destroyers Coughlin, Preston, Bar- 
ry, Lawrence and McFarland sailed 
from Newport July 24. They will be sta- 
tioned along the line of flight from Green- 
land westward, co-operating with light 
cruisers which probably will be assigned to 
the coasts of Greenland where ice con- 
ditions make navigation dangerous for 
small craft. 

According to a tentative program for 
the flight from Orkney islands to Pictou, 
Nova Scotia, given the Navy Department 
July 16 by the Army Air Service head- 
quarters, the fliers will leave Kirkwall, 
Orkney islands, August 1; Hofn Horna- 
fiord, August 3; Anmagsalik, Greenland, 
August 12; Ivigtut, Greenland, August 
15; Indian Harbor, Labrador, August 17; 
Hawke Bay, Labrador, August 19; Pic- 
tou, Nova Scotia, August 21. They are 
expected to arrive in Boston on the same 
day they leave Pictou. ,

AIR SERVICE TRIES NEW 
AMPHIBIAN TYPE PLANE 


THE Air Service will shortly add a new 

type of “amphibian” plane to its equip- 
ment, according to recent announcements. 
The new type of land and water airship is 
called the “‘Loenig type,” and ten have 
been ordered for service in Hawaii, the 
Philippines and Panama. 

The wheels of the planes are collapsible 
and fold alongside the pontoons when the 
craft alights in the water. On the land 
the wheels, by mechanical arrangement, 
project from the pontoons and turn the 
plane into a land type. 

Recent tests in New York with the first 
complete model plane in the presence of 
Air Service officers proved its adaptability 
for amphibian service, and a contract was 
awarded to the concern to turn out nine 
similar machines. 

Another feature of the new type is the 
fact that the Liberty motor is installed in 
an inverted position, according to report. 
They can be used as observaion planes and 
are two-seaters. 
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PLACES NEW MEMBER ON 
AERONAUTIC COMMITTEE 


NNOUNCEMENT was made on July 

17 that President Coolidge appointed 
Maj. John F. Curry a member of the Na- 
tional Avisory Committee for Aeronautics 
to succeed Maj. Lawrence M. McIntosh, 
of the Army Air Service. 

It is stated that this change is made 
because Major Curry has succeeded Major 
McIntosh as Chief of the Engineering Divi- 
sion of the Army Air Service and Com- 
manding Officer of McCook Field, Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

Major Curry was born in New York 
City in 1886, and was graduated from West 
Point in 1908. He served with the First 
Aero Squadron in the Pershing Expedi- 
tionary Force into Mexico in 1916, and 
later organized the Sixth Aero Squadron 
in Hawaii. 

He also organized and commanded El- 
lington Field, Texas, during the early 
months of America’s participation in the 
great war, and later served overseas. 

He was Chief of Staff of the Air Ser- 
vice Second Army in France, and is of- 
ficially credited with the destruction of 
one German observation balloon. After 
the war he served as Department Air Of- 
ficer of the Hawaiian Department until he 
went to McCook Field in August, 1923. 
He was made Cee Officer at Mc- 
Cook Field on July 1, 1924.

NAVY NOTES 


*APT. ANTON HEINEN, German 
civilian dirigible expert at the Naval 
Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J., has left 
the station since the expiration of his con- 
tract on June 30 to accept employment with 
a large civilian air concern, Rear Adm. 
William A. Moffet, Chief of the Bureau of 
Naval Aeronautics, announced on July 15. 
Capt. Heinen was the consulting engi- 
neer on the construction of the naval 
dirigible Shenandoah and served as its pi- 
lot in several tests, partieularly on the 
night when it was torn from its moorings 
during a high gale. 





‘THE ZR-3, now under construction at 

Friedrichshaven for the United States, 
is nearing completion and will start on 
her test flights in August. The tests must 
be over by August 15, and the airship is 
being prepared for a flight over Stockholm 
and north to determine her adaptability 
in Arctic regions. 


NAVY TENDER SHOWS 
ADVANCE OF AVIATION 


U. S. S. Langley Latest Type 
Of Landing Field For 
Navy Planes 


ACTS AS FLOATING BASE 


‘THE progress of naval aviation develop- 

ment is best demonstrated, according 
to observers, by the extensive use which is 
being made of the U.S.S. Langley, the 
airplane tender of the U. S. Navy. It is 
the first concrete evidence of the fight 
which naval aviation officers have put up 
to further the use of planes as “eyes of 
the fleet,’ and to make it practicable far 
away from land by providing floating air 
bases. 

The British, it is said, built the first 
airplane carrier when they drydocked a 
ship used for an entirely different purpose 
and converted her into a floating “landing 
field” for airplanes. The U. S. Navy took 
up the idea by converting the Naval collier 
Jupiter into an airship tender. 

As improvements increased and experi- 
ments succeeded the U.S.S. Langley was 
finally commissioned on March 20, 1922, 
and since has been practically the lan 
ship” of the Navy air forces. The U.S.S. 
Patoka, with her special Shenandoah moor- 
ing mast, is the latest addition to the air 
tender fleet. 

A description of the U.S.S. Langley re- 
cently made in the Scientific American 
gives an excellent account of the way the 
ship is fitted up: 

“The Langley is 540 feet long and looks 


every inch of it on account of her long 


flying deck. She is 65 feet wide. The 
flying deck extends nearly the full length 
of the ship and is supported on lattice- 
work steel towers on each side. Ground 
personnel is necessary for rigging the fly- 
ing deck arresting gear as well as to as- 
sist the planes. In order to have them at 
hand when desired, and be able to clear 
the deek for flying, life nets are provided. 

“The nets are some five feet wide, made 
of steel in some *.aces and rope in others. 
When rigged for sea they are vertical and 
stand about three feet above the deck. 

“The masts are of course kept housed 
when the deck is clear for flying. This 
is accomplished by the upper part tele- 
scoping into the lower part below the 
deck. The rigging and yard stows in a 
well, built into the flying deck, which is 
covered with a flush cover. 

“The Langley is equipped with the latest 
type of catapults for launching seaplanes 
from the flying deck, one near the bow 
and the other near the stern. These are 
operated by air which actuates air pistons, 
which move a crosshead at a high rate of 
speed, and this motion is multiplied by a 
pulley connected to a carriage which moves 
a track on the flying deck. The carriage 
is accelerated to 60 miles per hour in a 
comparatively short distance, and then 
stopped suddenly by a brake at the end 
of the track. This releases the plane. 

“Coming below the flying deck we find 
many unique features in the arrangements 
for the service of the planes. In the for- 
ward part of the ship is a thoroughly 
equipped machine shop for the repair or 
manufacture of anything required for a 
plane or a ship in connection with planes. 
An adjunct of this is an instrument room 
containing small precision lathes and facil- 
ities for testing or repairing most instru- 
ments used on a plane. Below the machine 
shop are commodious store rooms for carry- 
ing all small fittings, instruments and ma- 
terial used in repairs to planes, in addition 
to ships’ equipment. 

“Below the well deck there are four 
large airplane stowage holds, approximate- 
ly 40 feet by 60 feet and 30 feet deep. By 
disassembling the planes it would not be 
difficult to stow 50 planes in each of these 
holds on one level. Ordinarily planes are 
carried with only the outer section of the 
wings disassembled. Each hold will in this 
manner accommodate ten planes. 

“Forward of the foremost airplane stow- 
age hold there are two gasoline storage 
tanks extending from the inner (double) 
bottom of the ship, a few feet above the 
keel, to the main deck level. These tanks 
will hold 125,000 gallons each. They are 
separated from all contact with other com- 
partments by void spaces forward, under 
and abaft of them. Those compartments 
under and abaft the gasoline tanks are 
kept filled with fresh water as an insula- 
tion. 

“A slight vapor pressure of one ounce is 
kept on the tank at all times to prevent 


=—— 


the escape of gas as vapor into the at- 
mosphere. There are several gasoline sta- 
tions on the main deck, including one aft 
for fueling seaptanes tied up to the stern 
of the ship. There are also three airplane 
fueling stations on the flying deck.” 
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SHENANDOAH GETS NEW 
SUPPLY OF HELIUM GAS 


‘THE U. S. Naval dirigible Shenandoah 

_Tecently received a replenishment of 
helium when an important shipment ar- 
rived at the Lakehurst, N. J., air station 
on July 21, and insured her fitness to join 
in the maneuvers of the Atlantic Scout 
Force on August 1 as scheduled. 

Officials at the air station traced the 
shipment, which was delayed several days, 
through to its destination after it had 
been placed aboard a steamer at Fort 
Worth, Texas, and had not been heard 
from. The helium supply was needed to 
replace the gas which had escaped from 
the dirigible’s silk envelope through os- 
mosis, according to report. 

The U.S.S. Patoka, fitted with a cial 
mooring mast, will act as the Shenandoah’s 
tender when the airship begins sea ma- 
neuvers. 
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FRENCH FLIERS SET NEW 
SUSTAINED FLIGHT MARK 


ILOTS Drouhin and Coupet, French 

airmen, flying in a Farman biplane, 
broke the sustained flight record for air- 
planes at Charteres, France, on July 17 
and 18 by staying in the air continuously 
for 37 hours, 58 minutes and 45 seconds, 
according to reports. 

The two Frenchmen took off July 17 and 
remained in the air, circling above the 
landing field, despite a violent wind and a 
severe rainstorm which threatened to hurl 
the aviators off their course and force 
them to land. The record they are reported 
to have set betters the sustained flight 
record held by Lt. Lowell H. Smith, com- 
mander of the U. S. round-the-world flight 
squadron, by almost an hour. 

According to Drouhin the plane could 
easily have continued the flight for three 
hours more, as the tanks still held about 
dl eee of gasoline when the fliers 
anded. 





PRIMARY FLYING SCHOOL 
TESTS PROVE SEVERE 


‘THE severity of the training which 
prospective air officers must undergo 
is indicated in the recent training report 
given out by the officer in charge of the 
Flying Office, Primary Flying School, 
Brooks Field, Texas. The original class 
of 153, according to statements received 
has been cut down to its present status of 
113 members. 

The class is composed of the niovtes 
students: 25 Regular Army officers; 7 
flying cadets; 6 enlisted men taking cadet 
training; National Guard officers from the 
Air Service units of Tennessee, Indiana 
and Minnesota, and Lt. Col. Juan E. 
O’Connor of the Peruvian Army. 

Lt. Col. O’Connor is taking the U, S. 
Army flying course with a view to es- 
tablishing a similar mode of training in 
the Peruvian Air Service. Previously the 
Flying School contained officers of the Cu- 
ban and Chinese Armies, who were pre- 
paring to act as instructors when they 
returned to their homes. 

The “Benzine Board,” as the board de- 
ciding on the progress of the students is 
called, reduced the class by dropping 11 
officers, 27 cadets and two other members 
of the original body.

FOR LORAIN AID 


Papers of Country Praise 
Organization for Its 


Public Service 
CALL GUARD A NECESSITY 


HAT the National Guard is one of the 

chief agencies of dependence in great 
disorders was again clearly demonstrated 
during the first days of the disaster at 
Lorain, Ohio. But for the efficient organi- 
zation of the Ohio National Guard and 
the American Red Cross, the danger of 
looting and other disorders subsequent to 
the conditions created by the tornado were 
prevented, and nurses, medical supplies 
and food were rushed to the stricken com- 


munity. 

In commenting upon the situation the 
Cleveland News summed it up as follows: 

“Both proved worthy of this trust. Each 
did its work quickly and well. The citizen 
soldiers enforced order and protected prop- 
erty. The Red Cross brought aid of many 
kinds, nurses with supplies for the injured ; 
officials with money to meet emergencies; 
food, clothing and other necessaries of life 
and comfort for the victims of the huge 
disaster. Between the National Guard 
and the Red Cross, aided by other fine or- 
ganizations, a benevolent and effectual con- 
trol of a difficult situation was quickly 
established. ; 

“The object lesson taught was nothing 
new. Both the soldiers of Ohio and the 
national and international organization of 
merey had been tested in other sudden 
crises and had proved worthy of the con- 
fidence Lorain showed in both, from the 
moment they grappled with the problem of 
relief and protection. 

“Yet there are those who have attacked 
the National Guard and the Red Cross as 
being too favorable to war, the soldiers 
too available for armed defenses, the nurses 
and supplies at their disposal too palliative 
an influence, masking or mitigating the 
atrocities and horrors of battle, siege and 
trench. Fanatics see things like that.” 

In commenting editorially upon the Lo- 
rain disaster, the Evening Har- 
risburg, Pa., said: 

“When it comes to the fine art of re- 
cruiting, Headquarters of the 104th Cav- 
alry, Pennsylvania National Guard, sta- 
tioned in this city, must be included in the 
reckoning. é 

“The cyclone disaster centering about 
Lorain, Ohio, is made the subject of a 
circular addressed to Harrisburg business 
interests to show why the ranks of the 
Guard should be filled up, for it was the 
Guard of Ohio that responded quickly to 
the calls of distress from the stricken 
a ”

“To protect the homeless, guard prop- 
erty, shelter the sick, to prevent oo 
thievery, ward off ghouls,” says the Head- 
quarters eircular, “some trained, prepared, 
adequate force was necessary, so the Na- 
tional Guard was called to the colors and 
with that alacrity, that spirit of self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty which has 
ever characterized the citizen soldier in 
peace and war, 1000 men left civilian pur- 
suits, donned uniforms and rushed to the 
uid of the stricken people. They were 
ready.” 

“There is a heap of propriety and a deal 
of thought in that paragraph. It calls to 
mind that the National Guard has a job 
quite apart from marching off to war. It 
reveals with startling suddenness the vital 
pot which the Guard of the States plays 
n times of great crisis in no wa scleaed 
to war and the dependence that the public 
places upon emergency and mili- 
tary service. 

“Men of the 104th Cavalry render no 
A their cause but the public a service in 
making the Lorain tragedy the occasion for 
a recruiting talk. It is well that the people 
should understand the meaning of e 
Guard and the service it stands to render 
at a moment’s notice. 

“Of all classes of citizens, business men 
owe it to themselves to facilitate service 
in the Guard as much as possible, to en- 
courage enlistments and to co-operate at 
every turn with an organization that in a 
moment might be the sole ‘protection to 
life and property.” 

This was considered such a fine tribute 
to the Nationa] Guard that Major General 


George C. Rickards, Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, sent the following letter to the 
Editor of the News. It reads as follows: 

“I have just finished reading, with a keen 
sense of appreciation and pleasure, the 
editorial entitled “Lorain and the Guard,” 
contained in your issue of July 5, 1924. 

“Permit me to say that I consider the 
editorial a very fine tribute to the National 
Guard, and, as Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau, I desire—in behalf of the National 
Guard of the entire country—to thank 
you for the awakened interest and support 
which your editorial and the attitude of 
your paper is bound to bring to this very 
important component of our national de- 
fense. 

“In using the term ‘national defense’ I 
refer not alone to the defense of our coun- 
try from outside enemies, but also to its 
defense from those sinister inside forces 
with which from time to time we have to 
contend locally as well as_ nationally. 
When, in this connection, the value of the 
National Guard is considered conjunctively 
with its value in handling disasters, such 
as the recent one in Ohio, it is difficult to 
see how any loyal, right thinking citizen 
of the United States can fail to give to it 
the unstinted support which it strives so 
hard to merit and, may I say, to which it 
is so justly entitled.”

TEXAS NATIONAL GUARD 
SEEKS PERMANENT SITE 


ELECTION of a permanent camp site 
for the Texas National Guard is still 
under consideration by the authorities in 
the Militia Bureau. A number of locations 
have been mentioned as a permanent place 
for holding the annual summer training 
activities of the Texas Guardsmen, but 
opposition has developed in certain quarters 
which up to the present time has prevented 
definite action on the subject. 

Last year all units of the Texas National 
Guard were concentrated at Camp Mabry, 
Texas, and Field Artillery organizations, 
with the exception of the Cavalry, were 
sent to Camp Stanley, Texas. For 
this summer’s training the same camps are 
being used but Fort Crockett, Galveston, 
Texas, has been added, and the Texas air 
forces are taking their instruction at El- 
lington Field. Fort Crockett, it will be 
recalled, is an old Coast Artillery post. 
Those opposed to naming Fort Crockett as 
a permanent training center insist that 
sufficient land is not available for the con- 
centration of the Texas National Guard 
at this post. Another argument of equal 
importance brought forth by the opposi- 
tion to the Galveston site is that the great 
expense in bringing the Guardsmen to 
this point would be prohibitive. 

No permanent camp decision has been 
made as yet, but the Militia Bureau is 
working on the establishment of such a 
site somewhere in Texas.

MICHIGAN GUARDSMEN 
IN FIELD MANEUVERS 


Various State Guard Units 
Stage Mimic Combat in 
Lansing Woods 


NIGHT FIRING A FEATURE 


HE 119th F. A. (Michigan National 
Guard) on July 4, 5 and 6, 1924, spon- 


sored near Lansing, Mich., a very large and 
realistic field maneuver. The idea was con- 
ceived in January last by Col. Joseph H. 
Lewis, commanding. The regimental staff 
and instructors began at once the drafting 
of plans, and letters of invitation were 
sent to the infantry and cavalry units of 
the state to participate. The U. S. P. & 
D. O. agreed to furnish the rations.. Sixth 
Corps Area Headquarters aided greatly by 
authorizing the use of airplanes from Self- 
ridge Field and issued additional blank 
ammunition for the 75’s. Complete field 
orders, annexes, administrative orders, 
plans of signal communications, appendices 
and maps were drawn up and issued to 
the two opposing forces. 

The general situations were issued as 
follows: “Attack”—125th Infantry, Troop 
C, 106th Cavalry and 2d Battalion, 119th 
F. A. The state of Ohio on July 1 de- 
clared war upon the state of Michigan. 
An Ohio force has invaded Michigan and 
has captured Lansing, the capital. Ohio 
cavalry patrols have been seen in St. Johns 
and on the outskirts of Owosso. It is be- 
lieved that it is the enemy’s intention to 
continue the advance toward Saginaw and 
Bay City. Our Air Service reports enemy 
holding the general line Okemos—northern 
edge of East Lansing—Chandler’s Gardens 
—North Lansing—with a refused flank 
resting in the woods south of the Durant 
automobile plant. A supply base and a 
large ammunition dump have been estab- 
lished in East Lansing by the enemy. 
Exact strength and intentions of the enemy 
unknown. The Michigan troops, less the 
125th Infantry, Troop C, 106th Cavalry 
and 2d Bn. 119th F. A., have been_mobi- 
lized and concentrated at Grand Rapids 
in preparation for an attack upon the 
enemy’s left flank on the morning of July 
5. “Defense”’—126th Infantry, Troop A, 
106th Cavalry and ist Battalion, 119th 
F. A. The general situation for this force 
was similar to that of the attack except 
that the enemy was from a northern state 
and had landed in the eastern coast of the 
state at Bay City and was marching on 
Lansing. All troops were ordered to mobi- 
lize at once and to concentrate at the 
maneuver area on July 4. 

The maneuver area was a tract of un- 
cultivated land about four miles to the 
northeast of Lansing containing 49, 
acres of varied terrain, which included 
small hills, ravines, meadows, swamps and 
woods. It is owned by Mr. J. W. Sander- 
son of Lansing, who turned it over to the 
National Guard in its_entirety for the 
maneuver. The 119th F. A., with head- 
quarters in Lansing, has several of its 
batteries scattered over the central part 
of the state at Flint, St. Johns, Grand 
Ledge and Charlotte. The batteries and 
combat trains in and near Lansing marched 
to the maneuver area with horses. Battery 
“D” of Grand Ledge and Battery “E” of 
St. Johns each had about a_ twenty-mile 
hike to make, and acquitted themselves 
finely. All horses were fresh and in good 
condition when they arrived at the “front.” 
Battery “C” of Flint was about sixty miles 
from Lansing and Battery “F”’ of Charlotte 
about 30 miles. It was out of the question 
for these batteries to march to position in 
one day. Arrangements were made where- 
by the Reo Motor Car Co. of Lansing very 
generously sent trucks and trailers to the 
stations of these batteries and transported 
the batteries to and from the maneuver. 
These two batteries, becoming ee 
portee,’ once in position, could not be 
moved about very handily. However the 
tactical situation was such that the one 
motorized battery on each side fitted in very 
well. By 6 P. M. July 4 all units were in 
position and ready for the engagement, 
which began at 7*A. M., July 5. The bat- 
teries had dug shallow trenches for the 
personnel and ammunition and had very 
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successfully camouflaged themselves. 4) 
batteries opened with a rapid and Violent 
fire as the attack began. Battery Con. 
manders on both sides were given areas to 
concentrate upon rather than the barrage 

At 9 A. M. six pursuit planes and on. 
observation plane from Selfridge Fielg 
flew over the maneuver area. They divided 
themselves into two groups and began 
series of simulated attacks upon the jp. 
fantry, artillery and echelons of both sides, 
They then proceeded to Lansing, where g 
theoretical bombing of the state capito] 
building took place by half the planes while 
the other half put up a fine aerial defense 
At 11 A. M. an armistice was called for 
the noon meal and a general rest. At 2.15 
the attacking force had just about gaineg 
its first objective when a 75mm was 
brought over the crest and into action just 
in rear of the infantry front line. It was 
a pretty piece of work, and with this ad. 
ditional direct fire support the defending 
infantry counter-attacked and pushed the 
attacking force back about 500 yards. At 
2.30 P. M. a message was received by the 
defense that the supply base in East Lan. 
sing had been evacuated and that the de 
fensive troops were to commence a with- 
drawal to the second position, 4000 yards 
in rear. The withdrawal was a movement 
well worth praise. The attacking infantry 
made a splendid follow-up and pushed the 
withdrawal hard. They gained their ob- 
jective at 3.00 P. M., reorganized and be- 
gan the exploitation. By 4.30 the second 
defensive position had been organized, the 
attacking batteries had begun moving for- 
ward by echelon and the attacking infantry 
was ready to begin the assault of their 
second objective. 

The umpires at 4.45 P. M. called another 
armistice and the “war” was over as far 
as any further movement was concerned. 
At 9 P. M., upon call by infantry rockets, 
fire was put down on both sides by the ar- 
tillery. Under cover of darkness the at- 
tacking artillery sent out a roving piece 
which in theory inflicted losses and created 
considerable damage upon the defending 
force. The night firing, which was very 
spectacular, continued for an hour or more, 
After breakfast on July 6 the movement to 
the home stations began, and the “war’’ was 
over once more. The maneuver was pro- 
nounced as very successful by the instruc- 
tors, Capt. J. H. Fye, F.A., D.O.L., and 
Capt. S. J. Cutler, F.A., D.O.L. The ma- 
neuver was pronounced by all the most 
instructive ever attempted in the way of 
combined training in the state. Many 
membets of the various organizations were 
heard to remark that they had learned more 
in the three-day maneuver than they had 
ever gleaned from the armory drill.

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BUSINESS SHOULD BACK PRE- 
PAREDNESS FOR SECURITY 


T is to be hoped that the report pub- 
lished in the papers of the past week 
*that a large New York business concern 
summarily dismissed one of its employes, 
because he, as a Reserve Officer, went to 
camp for two weeks’ training, is not true. 
No one should appreciate more than the 
business man that it is impossible to get 
something for nothing. In case of internal 
or external disturbance of any kind busi- 
ness is first to react unfavorably. Busi- 
ness, to progress, must have security. Se- 
curity, particularly in the troubled times 
in which we exist, depends upon it being 
quite obvious to those both internally and 
externally who may attempt to disturb it, 
that the physical force necessary to insure 
it is at hand. 

The physical force, in the shape of armies 
and navies, depends upon the expenditure 
of sufficient funds to bring about the or- 
ganization, equipment and training of the 
armed forces, in the first place, and in a 
republic such as ours it depends, above all, 
upon the willingness of the citizens of the 
country to serve. 

Since the war the Regular Army and 
Navy of this country have been reduced 
to a point beyond the minimum necessary 
for safety. The pacifist propaganda has 
not been responsible for this to any such 
extent as has been the justifiable demand 
on the part of the business of the country 
that taxes be reduced. The National Guard 
and Reserve forces which make up part of 
our scheme of national defense are com- 
posed of civilians earning their own liv- 
ing and subjected to all the trials and 
tribulations of civil life. 

They do not have to serve in these 
forces; they are voluntarily giving up 


their time and, in practically all cases, 
some of their money in order to perform a 
duty which, under our unjust system, is 
limited to those willing to undertake it, 
instead of being borne by all as the re- 
sult of universal military service. 


The civilians who voluntarily undertake 
this service are entitled to every encourage- 
ment and every praise. If, instead of en- 
couragement and praise, they are to re- 
ceive not only the abuse of the pacifist, 
but the penalty of losing their positions, it 
is only a question of time until the number 
of men who are willing to face such con- 
ditions will be so few that these forces will 
have to go out of existence. 

There is constant complaint throughout 
the country that there is on the part of 
the mass of the people too much of the 
spirit of “‘Where do I come in?” The in- 
crease or decrease of this spirit will be in 
direct proportion to the example set by the 
leaders in every community of the country. 

The example set by a number of the big 
concerns in New York, Chicago and other 
cities in encouraging their employes to en- 
ter the various components of the civilian 
forces of the Army by not counting the 
time spent undergoing training as vacation 
time and, in many cases, by paying sal- 
aries and wages during the time so spent, 
is the example which will build up na- 
tional defense and good citizenship at the 
same time. 

If the report of the discharge of the 
employe of the company in question is 
true, it is to be hoped that the business 
men who have set the good example will 

xe it upon themselves to exert that pres- 
sure which is always possible to insure 
that the Reserve Officer is restored to his 
position and that the man responsible for 
his discharge is dismissed. 


> 
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WHAT IS MILITARISM? 

HOSE opposed to any form of national 

defense, when unable to find any other 
argument, periodically raise the cry of 
militarism. 

Insofar as is known they never make 
any attempt to define what they mean by 
militarism. Apparently they are afflicted 
with the superficiality eharacteristic of 
pacifists, who are unable to distinguish 
between an end and a means to an end. 

The advocate of national defense knows 
from history that the enforcement of the 
will of the nation periodically depends 
upon the ability of that nation to bear 
arms successfully against some other. 

The reason for this necessity to bear 
arms may come under one or two years— 
the desire of the country in question for 
conquest, because it believes it pays, or 
the belief that the principles upon which 
the country in question is founded are so 
important that anything is preferable to 
their abrogation. 

If the people of a conntry want the 
first, that is, conquest, then they have mili- 
taristic tendencies and they are going to 
build up armies and navies in order to 
satisfy those desires. Such a nation is un- 
doubtedly militaristic. The armies and 
navies which it builds up are not the 
cause of its militarism but the result. 

The nation whose people desire to live 
in peace with the rest of the world, who 
wish to be fair, who are willing to meet 
others half way, or more than half way, is 
not a militaristic nation. However, no 
student of history, no man or woman who 


has at all kept track of the conditions in 
the world today can truthfully maintain 
that such a nation may not find itself in 
the position where it will be confronted 
with the necessity of yielding on some 
principle whieh it believes necessary or of 
aving to fight. 

The building up by a nation in time of 
peace of armed forces such that any other 
nation will hesitate before attacking, and 
that if it does attack its chances of success 
will be reduced to a minimum, is not mili- 
tarism. In other words, militarism is not 
and never has been based on armament, but 
is today and always has been based on 
the motives actuating the people of a coun- 
try in their dealings with others. 

The readiness with which the pacifist 
cries militarism is undoubtedly based on 
the same fundamental motive as that which 
causes the man who wishes to subject him- 
self to no restraint of any kind to call 
the discipline of the Army ‘“Prussianism.” 








VOICE OF THE SERVICES 


COMPTROLLER GENERAL ACTIONS 


To Tue Epitor: 

HE recent actions of the Comptroller 

General's office in regard to reimburse- 
ments of travel expenses for the Army, 
and his controversy concerning the Navy 
Fleet Reserve transferrals, indicate a cer- 
tain antagonistic spirit on the part of 
that gentleman and his office which is de- 
cidedly not for the benefit of the Services. 

That the Comptroller General, or his 
representatives, backed down on the travel 
expense discussion when it was impossible 
to further hold up the legitimate reimburse- 
ment of officers and men by suspensions 
does not obviate the fact that the Army 
and Navy have had to fight to the last 
ditch to secure legitimate outlays of ex- 
penses, 

I would like to suggest that an investi- 
gation of the attitude and personnel of the 
Comptroller General’s office would not be 
amiss, to ascertain on just what the base- 
less opposition to military and naval ex- 
penses is founded. 

With pacifistic propaganda so prevalent, 
and apparently virulent, I do not believe 
it would be surprising to find that its 
doctrines have secured devotees in this im- 
portant department of Government. 

Verbal denials of any such attitude may 
be expected from the Comptroller General 
and his office although “actions speak loud- 
er than words,” and the actions to date 
have not been favorable. 

I trust that my opinion of the Comp- 
troller General and his office have been 
founded on a misapprehension aud that 
his opposition to the Services has been 
based on an excess of legal zeal. If so, as 
an ancient sage once said, “One can do 
wrong unwittingly, but when the right is 
pointed out one should do wrong no more.’

NAVAL RESERVE EXAMINATIONS 


To Tue Epiror: 
N the issue of June 28 you publish a 
statement relative to Naval Reserve 
Officers, their examinations, and the Navy 
Department’s requirements. 

From this article it would appear that 
a definite and, it is hoped, rational program 
was about to be developed for Naval Re- 
serve Officers. May I suggest through 
your columns that the department places 
these requirements, as well as their apli- 
cation, on a parity with the National Guard 
Officer requirements, keeping in mind the 
fact that most of these officers have busi- 
ness obligations and their service is vol- 


untary. 

The reason for the above statement is 
based upon the recent examination require- 
ment of having these officers report for 
three or four consecutive days during busi- 
ness hours for their professional examina- 
tions. This, as will readily be understood, 
is difficult to comply with and will account 
for a large percentage of officers who failed 
to report and probably a number who did 
not complete the examination. 

Then, too, the idea has gotten about that 
the physical examinations are more severe 
than for the regular service—i. e., no waiv- 
ers will be allowed for line officers. This 
applies to all grades. Such a practice of 
requiring Naval Academy standards for 
men in middle life appears a bit severe, if 
not unjust. It may be quite proper for 
junior officers, but if the same practice was 
today being applied to the Naval Officer in 
middle life would it work so well? This 
being the case it is not to be wondered that 
the Naval Reservist asks the question, 
“Why the different yardstick when it comes 
to me?’ Why not place the Naval Re- 
servist under the same physical require- 
ments as the regular service? 

In the same issue the statement is made 
that certain courses at the Naval War Col- 
lege are open to Naval Reserve Officers. 
How many Naval Reservists are interested 
in or have taken the old courses open to 
them? It certainly would be to the ad- 
vantage of both Regular and Reservist if 
they took up this work. Here you are con- 
fronted with incentive but more prominent- 
ly inducement. For there is at present no 
inducement for the Reservist to undertake 
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this additional work. Why not e i 
credits for those satisfactorily comput 
these or other courses and provided he i. 
a reasonable sea experience, say one Pon 
as an officer, substitute this work for the 
professional examination. F 
Stress has been laid upon the necesg 
of the professional examination. This he 
merit with junior officers who must Pe 
certain fundamental knowledge, but ch 
repeat, has the fitness report based = 
active duty for training fallen down? 
Would not the Navy gain more by having 
an observer carefully quiz and rate Gen 
men during or at the end of the trainin 
period? 
I may be wrong, but I believe a n q 
ficient Naval Reserve Force would be & 
veloped if these and other rational sug- 
gestions could be put in practice, that jg 
assuming, of course, that such a Reserye 
is necessary, which it beyond all question 
is. The Reservist today asks few favors 
can be made a friend, helpful to the ser. 
vice in this reconstruction period as well 
as an efficient brother in arms in case of 
national emergency, provided a construe. 
tive policy is developed.

RESERVE OFFICER LAUDS CAMPS 


To Tue Eprror: 
HAD the honor of being ordered to duty 
with the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Camp at Camp Dix, N. J., July 7-20, 1924, 
and found upon arrival that an excellent 
outline of instruction had been made for us, 

The Reserve Officers were instructed in 
the general scheme of mobilization and the 
general principles of organization, assen- 
bly, ete. The work of securing supplies, the 
administration of their units and _ initial 
training, also as far as possible in the or- 
ganization of cadres and the importance of 
team work was emphasized. The various 
Regular Army units were placed in con- 
mand, led, and were administered by Re- 
serve Commanders. 

The entire training was under the in- 
struction of Regular Army instructors of 
the 16th and 18th Infantry, who explained 
in detail each movement to be made in the 
various field exercises given during the 
period of training and their method of in- 
struction was such that all Reserve Officers 
whom I came in contact with fully under- 
stood their duties and the part they would 
play in the next day’s exercises. 

In my own case I have taken the Army 
correspondence course given by the War 
Department and gained considerable in- 
formation therefrom, but to put this knowl- 
edge in action is what is most desired by 
all Reserve Officers, which can only be 
done by hard work and authority to attend 
these Training Camps and actually see 
the establishment of command posts in the 
field in a moving situation, and the opera- 
tion of same with the exercise of command 
and staff functions in battle, also the use 
of various means of signal, and after ac- 
tually seeing this, the holding of a critique 
by the Regular Army instructors to point 
out the faults which might have been made 
during the day by the Reserve Officers, 
which information he would not receive by 
means of the correspondence school method 
alone. 

It is understood that the Regular Army 
and the National Guard receive constant 
training in these methods of instruction, 
but the Reserve Officers must depend on 
the Training Camps and correspondence 
courses, and for this unit to be a part of 
and work in co-operation with the two 
others as one system known as the U. 5. 
Army it is apparent that Congress must 
‘nake larger allowances for these activities 
if the War Department is to keep pace 
with the instruction and training of the 
Reserve Officers to keep them up with 
the experience the Regular Army and 
National Guard now have, which cat- 
not be done if only $1,000,000 is allotted 
for the entire Reserve Corps for training 
each year like the appropriation author 
ized for 1924. 

The citizen soldier has and will continue 
to meet the*Government more than ha 
way in all its efforts to carry out the pro 
visions of the National Defense Act, but 
we must have the proper training, and the 
only means of obtaining this is by camps 
of instruction organized and operated in the 
manner that Camp Dix, N. J., function 
under those excellent Regular Army ii 
structors during the period July 7-20, 1924

U.S.A., retired, an officer of distin- 
guished service in Indian warfare, in the 
Philippine Insurrection, in the Mexican 
troubles, and who led the 6th Division of 
the Regular Army on the battle line in 
France, died at his home, 1730 North Fair 
Oaks Avenue, Pasadena, Calif., July 10, 
1924, after a brief illness. Besides his 
wife, who before her marriage was Miss 
Elizabeth Doan of St. Louis; Gen. Erwin 
is survived by three daughters: Mrs. Ned 
R. Rehkopf of Washington, D .C.; Mrs. 
Edward J. Walsh of St. Louis and Mrs. 
A. B. Tinning of Martinez, Calif.; a son, 
James Erwin of Pasadena, a step-son, G. 
D. Borup of Pittfield, Mass., and a brother 
in law, George P. Doan of Pasadena. Gen. 
Erwin was born in Savannah, Ga., July 
11, 1856, a son of Robert Erwin and Mary 
Ann Gallaudet. Educated in his native 
city, he matriculated at Trinity College, 
Hartford, Conn., at the age of 16. He was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, 
when he was promoted in the Army as a 
second lieutenant, 4th Cavalry. His first 
duty after graduation was on frontier duty 
at Fort Hayes, Kan., and later he was on 
scouting duty in Colorado, Arizona and 
New Mexico. His large variety of service 
includes duty in the Geronimo campaign, 
service in the Northwest and as superin- 
tendent of the Yellowstone National Park. 
When the Spanish War broke out he went 
to the Philippines and was in service off 
and on for seven years in the islands. 
When trouble came on the border he went 
with Gen. John J. Pershing into Mexico. 
On the first rush into Mexico they marched 
24 hours at a stretch. Gen. Erwin, as 
commander of the 7th Cavalry, was men- 
tioned for special bravery in pursuit of 
Villa. He was in the engagement with 
the Villa troops, in an all-day fight, when 
after being wounded Villa escaped to the 
mountains. During the great earthquake 
and fire in San Francisco in 1906 Gen. 
Erwin, then a colonel, was in charge of 
the relief supplies and rendered the most 
efficient service. When the United States 
entered the World War he was made a 
temporary brigadier general, and was 
placed in command of the 12th Infantry 
Brigade, Gth Division, Regular Army, with 
the A.E.F. He was awarded the D.S.M. 
for “exceptionally meritorious and distin- 
guished services in positions of great re- 
sponsibility,” the official citation says. 
“With sound technical skill, initiative and 
untiring energy, he assisted in the organiza- 
tion and training of the 6th Division, and 
commanded with distinction the 12th In- 
fantry Brigade during its operations in 
the Vosges sector and during the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive, November 1 to 11, 1918. 
His rare quality of leadership and unremit- 
ting devotion to duty were material fac- 
tors in the successful operations of his 
division, contributing markedly to the ac- 
complishments of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France.” Gen. Erwin 
was also awarded the Croix de Guerre, 
with palm and star. At the time of his 
death he was president of the West Point 
Association of California, treasurer of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church, Pasadena, and 
a member of the Midwick Club. As a mem- 
ber of the local American Legion post he 
worked indefatigably for its success. In 
1917 Trinity College gave General Erwin 
an honorary degree of bachelor of science. 
He was also a member of the Iota Kappa 
Alpha fraternity. He was a graduate of 
the Infantry and Cavalry School at Fort 
Leavenworth. Gen. Erwin was retired 
from active service, for age, July 11, 1920. 
Funeral services were held July 12 from 
St. Mark’s Church, following prayers at 
the house. The officiating clergyman was 
Rev. Albert Hall, rector of St. Mark’s.

HARTIGAN.—In the issue of this paper 

of July 5, was published a brief ac- 
count of the death of Major Walter Francis 
Lewellyn Hartigan, U.S. Inf., D.S.C., at 
the Walter Reed General Hospital, June 
24, 1924. We give below some further 
facts. Major Hartigan, is survived by his 
widow Louise E. Hartigan, his father, Capt. 
J. F. Hartigan and his sister, Mrs. O. M, 
Brown of Huntington, W. Va. 

Major Hartigan entered the service as q 
private in the 46th Co., C.A.C. at Fort 
Strong, Mass., in 1901. He was commis- 
sioned 2nd Lt. 4th Infantry in 1907 and 
was transferred to the 14th Infantry, as a 
First Lieutenant in 1911, where he re- 
mained until the 14th Infantry was ex- 
panded to form the 44th Infantry in 1917. 
As a Major, he helped organize the 44th In- 
fantry and after a course in Field Fortifi- 
cation at Fort Sill, he was ordered over- 
seas with the Glst Infantry, 5th Division 
in April, 1918. After some experience with 
this Division in the Vosges, he was ordered 
to the 30th Division in the Ypres salient 
as assistant to the Division Operations Of- 
ficer. He continued in this capacity through 
the Lys and Somme offensives. In the 
latter where the 30th Division made its 
splendid record breaking the Hindenburg 
Line, he was recommended for the D.S.C. 
which was later received with the follow- 
ing citation: “For extraordinary heroism 
in action near Bellicourt, France, Sept. 28, 
1918. During the attack against the Hin- 
denburg Line while at the forward obser- 
vation post, Major Hartigan, realizing that 
many men were losing their direction in 
the heavy fog, voluntarily left his post of 
comparative safety, went forward under 
a heavy hostile artillery barrage, and in the 
face of machine gun fire, reorganized into 
detachments at this critical time several 
hundred stragglers of the 60th brigade as 
well as two companies of the 117th Infan- 
try. Securing tanks to accompany them, 
by indefatigable efforts he directed these 
units forward when their assistance was 
of prime importance to the successful issue 
of the combat.” 

In November, 1919, as Lieutenant Col- 
onel, he was assigned to the 118th Infan- 
try and was in command until its return 
to the United States in March, 1919. After 
his return, he served in many capacities 
including P.M.S. at Washington State Col- 
lege, 13th Inf. Brigade Executive Officer at 
Camp Funston, Kan. and Executive Officer, 
Camp Meade, Md. Here he was assigned to 
and organized the 3d Brigade 64th Infantry 
which later occupied Fort Washington, Md. 
This was the first infantry unit stationed 
near Washington and has already made for 
itself an enviable record. Major Hartigan 
was buried at Arlington Cemetery on June 
26, 1924. Six captains from his battalion 
at Fort Washington were the pallbearers. 
“His loss will be deeply felt by his many 
friends both in and out of the Service,” 
writes a comrade.

“Col. Kelton joined the Regular Army 
during the War with Spain, when, in July, 
1898, -he accepted an appointment as 2d 
lieutenant of artillery. 

“He was promoted in regular order to 
the several grades, reaching that of Colonel 
in February, 1918, and retaining it on the 
reorganization of the Army, July 1, 1920. 

“He was placed i» -esponsible positions 
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glmost immediately after this appointment, 
and his great capabilities in certain lines 
were utilized and recognized throughout 
his career on the active list, which lasted 
for a period of twenty-four years. 

“In addition to acquiring knowledge and 
eficiency through gqxperience, he seized 
upon every opportunity for improvement in 
the military profession and became a gradu- 
ate, in turn, of the Artillery School, the 
Army Staff College, the Army War Col- 
jege and the Navy War College, and was 
continuing his preparation for the functions 
of high command when forced by ill health 
to retire from active service two years ago. 

In the World War Col. Kelton was Chief 
of Staff of the Third Division, American 
Expeditionary Forces, and was cited by 
the Commander in Chief of those forces 
for his exceptionally meritorious and con- 
spicuous services in that capacity; and he 
received particular commendation from the 
Division Commander for his indefatigable 
eforts and self sacrifice in the operations 
of his division on their success of which 
he contributed largely. 

Of high character, sterling loyalty and 
exceptional ability, Col. Kelton could ill 
be spared, and his separation from the 
active Army and his premature death must 
be regarded as a calamity.

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COURT OF CLAIMS WILL 
SETTLE CAMP KNOX CASE 


HE General Accounting Office having 

refused to follow the decision of the 
Court of Claims in the case of Capt. Fred 
s. Byerly, necessitated each officer simi- 
larly affected to file a separate petition ir 
the Court of Claims. 

The Department of Justice has consented 
to accept an agreed statement of fact as 2 
pasis for the adjustment of all of the re- 
maining claims. Mr. Cornelius H Bull, 
representing King & King, and Hon. John 
G. Ewing for the Department of Justice 
are taking testmony at Camp Knox for 
the consideration of the Court. 

The Court of Claims held in the Byerly 
case that the Officers’ Club at Camp Knox 
was not public quarters and rendered 
judgment for commutation of quarters, 
heat and light. The Officers’ Club was a 
building erected during the War as a 
hostess house, but owing to the cessation 
of hostilities before its completion it was 
turned over to the Government. The Gov- 
ernment, however, made no expenditures 
of funds for its upkeep, but each officer re- 
siding therein was required to pay a fixed 
rent per room per month. 

The Comptroller General refused to ac- 
cept the decision of the Court as qorrect 
and disallowed the remaining claims. It is 
expected that the cases will be ready for 
trial early in the next session of the Court.

Imbrie, U. S. vice-consul at Teheran, 
Persia, the Persian Government has de- 
clared martial law in that city and ar- 
rested Khalosi Zodeh and 300 other re- 
ligious fanatics, charged with being mem- 
bers of the mob that caused the death of 
the American. ; 

The State Department was apprised of 
this move by Joseph S. Kornfeld, Ameri- 
can Minister to Persia. He corroborated 
the statement previously made that the 
Consul’s death was due to the hatred of 
religious fanatics against all foreigners. 





Persian authorities, the despatches 
stated, charged Zodeh with inciting his 


followers to attack the Americans, whom 
he accused of attempting to photograph 
a shrine where they believed a miracle 
had been performed. 

3agher M. Kazemi, counselor and charge 
d'affaires of the Persian legation, has ten- 
dered to the State Department the formal 
regrets of his Government over the death 
of Major Imbrie.

BOLSHEVIKS PLANNING 
FOR WAR IN BULGARIA 


OLSHEVIKS in Bulgaria are prepar- 
ing to revolutionize the Balkans, ac- 
cording to recent reports received this 
week from that turbulent part of the world. 
Noting the failure of the bolshevik of- 
fensive in Germany last spring, Moscow’s 
third internationale selected the Bal- 
kans, particularly Bulgaria, for its next 
attempt to start a world revolution. It is 
stated that in pursuance of this plan 31,- 
000,000 has been poured into Bulgaria by 
the third internationale, besides smuggling 
¢ arms into the country via the Black 
eea. 

The proposed coupe of the Bolsheviks is 
so well understood that it is stated Pre- 
mier Zankoff of Bulgaria has advised the 
Roumanian and Turkish governments that 
in case of a bolshevik outbreak their co- 
operation by sending troops into Bulgaria 
will be most acceptable. Both govern- 


ments are said to have agreed to come to 
Bulgaria’s aid in such a crisis. 

Moscow’s aim in seeking to establish a 
bolshevik regime in Bulgaria is to open the 
road to Constantinople for Russia and to 
speeds red propaganda throughout the Bal- 

ans,

RESERVE OFFICER TALKS 


ON ENGINEERING WORK 
CAPT. JOSEPH A. SERGEANT of Lin- 

coln, Neb., O.R.C., cast some interest- 
ing side lights on the problems which con- 
front American engineers in undeveloped 
countries, during his recent conference 
with Army engineers at Omaha, Neb. 
Captain Sergeant has just returned from 
Brazil, where he has been supervising a 
vast irrigation project in the states of 
Ceara and Parahyba for the firm of Dwight 
P. Robinson & Company of New York. 

“The district in northeastern Brazil 
where my company has had from twelve 
to fifteen thousand men at work in five 
camps, undertaking a large reclamation 
program, is one of the most pestilential 
spots on earth,” said the Captain. “In 
the past three years I have had to bury 
some of the flower of America’s young man- 
hood who were highly trained technical or 
engineering specialists in their particular 
lines but who were as ignorant about camp 
sanitation as high school girls. I became 
inured to such burials in France; but I 
have found the loss of such men in the 
Brazilian wilderness rather more pathetic 
for the reason that they were for the most 
part unnecessary sacrifices. 

“The Rockefeller Foundation is doing 
some wonderful work along these lines in 
perpetuating in peace-time the preventative 
medicinal work which made Cuba and the 
Philippines habitable for white men and 
made possible the construction of the 
Panama Canal. I had the privilege of 
being in personal touch with the pioneer 
work of the American Army under Surgeon 
General Gorgas and his staff more than 
24 years ago in Havana. My service in 
France during the World War crystallized 
my appreciation of the value of Army 
training for engineers,”

BaAaMZHNMARON 
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LAUDS NAVAL RESERVES 
FOR OHIO TORNADO AID 


HE Governor of Ohio, A. V. Donahey, 

has written a letter to the Comman- 
dant, Ninth Naval District, Great Lakes, 
lll., expressing grateful appreciation and 
commending the work done by the Naval 
Reservists of the U.S.S. Wilmington and 
U.S.S. Dubuque after the storm and tor- 
nado at Lorain and Sandusky, Ohio. 

Extracts from the report of the Com-- 
mander of the Wilmington on the work 
done by his men follow: 

At 11:45 P.M., June 28, 1924, while anchored 
at Put-In-Bay, the radio operator on board the 
Wilmington picked up fragments of radio calls 
which indicated that the cities of Sandusky and 
Lorain, Ohio, had been destroyed by a_ tornado. 
In response to 8.0.8. calls, the commanding officer 
of this vessel requested the C.O. of the U.S.S. 
Dubuque to proceed io Sandusky at the earliest 
possible moment. The Wilmington got under way 
for Lorain at 1:35 A.M. and at 5:10 A.M. moored 
at the B. & O. docks, that city. While en route 
to Lorain necessary arrangements were made to 
land armed guard and medical detachment. Im- 
mediately upon arrival, reported to the Mayor of 
the city, who requested that I take charge of 
East Lorain, including the waterfront. During 
the first day, one hundred and eight enlisted men 
and five officers devoted the entire time to the 
removal of the dead and rescue work. The 
medical detachment was sent to St. Joseph’s Hospi- 
tal to render first aid and transfer patients from 
ground floor to operating rooms. A considerable 
portion of medicines, bandages, etc., aboard this 
ship was donated to the hospital to supply the 
deficiency. 

This passing of the tornado left East Lorain 
practically demolished and several thousand resi- 
dents without homes. To add to the horrors, as 
darkness set in bands of the foreign elements, 
principally negroes and Mexicans, began to or- 
ganize and loot this section of the city, making it 
necessary to issue ammunition and arm the entire 
landing force, keeping them on duty continuously 
throughout the night. In view of the fact that 
the civilian authorities made no attempt to main- 
tain law and order, it became necessary to prepare 
for a long period of service. 

The people of East Lorain were so well sat- 
isfied with the way the Naval Reservists handled 
their portion of the stricken city that they re- 
quested the Governor to retain the U.S.S. Wil- 
mington ship’s Company until order had been re- 
stored. Upon receipt of the Commandant’s tele- 
gram directing that all possible assistance be 
rendered the stricken city, the commanding officer 
felt justified in remaining, although the cruise 
had officially expired. 


NAVAL RESERVES TAKE

NAVY GIVES REPORT ON 
PUBLIC WORKS PROGRESS 


HE construction work performed under 

the direction of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks for the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau 
at the latter’s hospital at Gulfport, Miss.. 
has been completed. The project consisted 
of six buildings: namely, medical adminis- 
tration and clinic building, re-educational 
building, continued treatment building, dis- 
turbed patients’ building, subsistence build- 
ing and boiler house, and also included 
sewerage, water distribution, steam and 
electrical distribution systems. The struc- 
tures are, in general, of terra cotta tile 
with stuccoed exterior surfaces. 

They have Spanish tile roofs matching 
existing buildings erected for the Missis- 
sipi Centennial Exposition, which was can- 
celled upon the entrance of the United 
States into the World War. Some of the 
Exposition buildings are being used for 
quarters for personnel and to house recrea- 
tional activities. The new construction, 
which provides facilities for the treatment 
of 255 neuro-psychiatric patients, has re- 
cently been inspected by special represen- 
tatives of the two bureaus, and will be of- 
ficially accepted in the near future. 

Arrangements have been completed 
whereby, through the co-operation of the 
War Department, work will soon be started 
at the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, Pa., which 
will secure the filling of that portion of 
the Back Channel which lies between Broad 
Street and the limit of the present fill 
north of the Aviation Field. The com- 
pletion of this work will not only eliminate 
the unsightly conditions existing at this 

int but will also increase the land area 
f the Navy Yard. The material is being 
secured from dredging operations of the 
Army Engineers.

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WILL UNVEIL TABLET 
TO MONITOR INVENTOR 


N the 121st anniversary of the birth of 

Capt. John Ericsson, Thursday, July 
31, at 2 P. M., there will be unveiled, with 
appropriate ceremonies in which represen- 
tatives of the Federal, State and municipal 
governments will participate, a bronze tab- 
let, by Anton Schaff, at 95 Franklin Street, 
New York City. This was the residence 
of Captain Ericsson when in 1862 he de- 
signed and superintended the construction 
in 100 working days contract time of the 
ironclad Monitor, which turned the tide 
of the Civil War in her battle with the 
Merrimac. 

The tablet is being erected by the families 
of three men whose faces with Captain 
Ericsson's are depicted on it. These men 
were Cornelius S. Bushnell of New Haven, 
Conn., and John F. Winslow and Join A. 
Griswold of Troy, N. Y., who secured the 
contract from the Government and fur- 
nished the funds and supplied the materials 
to build the vessel. The flag to be used in 
the unveiling is the one which floated on 
the Monitor during the battle and was 
draped over the body of Captain Ericsson 
when it was transported to Sweden in 1890 
on the U.S.S. Baltimore by Captain (later 
Admiral) Winfield Scott Schley. 
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HE Virgin Islands Band, which gave 

concerts in Washington, D. C., and 
Philadelphia from July 18 to July 26 will 
go to New York and Boston for further 
concerts and will return to the Virgin 
Islands on the, U.S.S. Kittery the latter 
part of August.

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GENERAL SNOW BACK 
FROM INSPECTION TRIP 


AJOR GEN. WILLIAM J. SNOW, 
IV Chief of Field Artillery, returned to 
Washington, D. C., on June 20 after a 
three months’ inspection trip of the Field 
Artillery organizations stationed in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, on the Pacific Coast and 
in the Middle West. General Snow’s in- 
gpections in Hawaii were confined to the 
Regular Army Field Artillery units sta- 
tioned there, but on his inspection tour on 
the West Coast and in the Middle West 
he inspected the R.O.T.C. and C.M.T.C. 
ynits in their camps, as well as the Regu- 
jar Army organizations. 

Taking into consideration the excessive 
shortages in the enlisted personnel, Gen- 
eral Snow reports that a most satisfactory 
condition exists in the Field Artillery of 
the regular establishment. He was very 
favorably impressed with the spirit and 
enthusiasm shown by the young men at 
the different R.O.T.C, and Cc.) .T.C. en- 
vampments, On his inspection trip Gen- 
eral Snow visited the following points and 
inspected the various Field Artillery ac- 
tivities located thereat: 

Schofield Barracks, H. T.; Presidio of 
San Francisco, California; Leland Stan- 
ford University, California; Presidio of 
Monterey, California; Camp Lewis, Wash- 
ington; University of Utah, Salt Lake 
City, Utah; Fort D. A. Russell, Cheyenne, 
Wyoming; University of Chicago, Chicago 
Illinois; Camp Custer, Michigan; an 
Camp Knox, Kentucky. 

General Snow was particularly pleased 
with the Field Artillery Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps at the University of Utah, 
under Major Gay, F.A. The Generfl says 
it is a model, both in the plant itself and 
in the relations with the college author- 
ities and the students. At Camp Custer 
attention is being concentrated on mobiliza- 
tion matters. This is a tent camp and is 
At Camp Knox excellent instruc- 


a model. } 
tion is being given to the Field Artillery 
Reserve Officers and the Field Artillery 


R.O.T.C. students. General Snow declared 
that he has never seen interest and en- 
thusiasm higher than among these students 
at Knox. 

Reverting to the shortage of enlisted 
personnel in the Regular Field Artillery, 
the General declared that notwithstanding 
the entire 10th Field Artillery stationed at 
Camp Lewis, Washington, it was impos- 
sible for him to scrape together a firing 
battery to test out the officers. An at- 
tempt was made to do so, using mechanics, 
cooks, corporals, drivers, ete., as can- 
noneers, but even so a full firing battery 
could not be obtained. This is a situation 
that has existed there for three years and, 
in the General’s opinion, only the remark- 
able personality of Col. George G. Gatley, 
F.A., has kept up the fine spirit shown by 
the officers and men of the regiment. 

In fact, this spirit exists throughout the 
entire arm. At Fort D. A. Russell, for 
instance, a number of the Field Artillery- 
men worked all night long before the Gen- 
eral’s arrival so as to give him a creditable 
review. Where such a fine spirit and in- 
terest exists as he found throughout his 
arm, General Snow declined to express 
publicly any shortcomings found.

TO PUBLISH EXECUTIVE 
RENT ALLOWANCE ORDER 


FouR of the Executive branches of the 
Government interested in the rental al-.

CAPT. LEIGH SPEAKS 
ON NAVY PERSONNEL 


Important Data Deals With 
All Phases of Service 


Situation 





SUGGESTS FEW CHANGES 


‘THE personnel situation in the Navy is 

dealt with in all its phases in a lecture 
delivered not long since to the Navy War 
College by Capt. R. H. Leigh, who has just 
been relieved as Asst. Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation. Capt. Leigh in his lecture 
makes public the recommendations in the 
study by the General Board. The lecture 
and the recommendations of the General 
Board are considered so important that 
they are printed, and will be distributed 
throughout the Navy by the Bureau of 
Navigation. 

Ever since he has been on duty at the 
Department Capt. Leigh has been making 
a close study of naval personnel problems, 
and handles his subject in a masterly man- 
ner. 

No sweeping change in the system of 
discipline is recommended by the General 
Board but rather a correction of a great 
many little things in the administration of 
existing laws and regulations. The Board 
recommends more atention be paid to the 
elements of leadership by the establishment 
of lecture courses at the Naval Academy. 
At another place it recommends the em- 
ployment of methods to avoid homesickness 
on the part of recruits when reporting 
for duty; frequent cruises abroad and an 
established policy of always returning ships 
to their home yards for repairs. In the 
matter of promotion of enlisted men a num- 
ber of recommendations are made, most. 
important of which is more stringent quali- 
fication for rating, in order to get better 
men at the top. The following are ex- 
tracts: 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GENERAL 
BOARD 


(a) That lecture courses in the general elements 
of leadership be established as part of the Naval 
Academy curriculum. 

(b) That it be an established policy to assign 
graduates of the Academy to their first duty on 
the larger combatant ships. 

(c) That the personnel for recruiting duty be 
carefully selected with a view to special fitness; 
that recruiting offices be located onlv in desirable 
sections; that the character, education, and ante- 
cedents of recruits be carefully considered. 

(d) That careful and thorough explanation be 
gg the recruit regarding conditions of naval 
ife. 

(e) That training-station personnel be carefully 
selected; that training at the station be elemen- 
tary but of sufficient length to instill the rudi- 
ments of discipline; that when transferring 
recruits to ships care be taken to avoid over- 
crowding. 

(f) That a “recruit division” be established for 
trial on ships where conditions permit. 

(z) That, in time of peace, the operating per- 
sonnel of ships be reduced to the minimum re- 
quired for efficient operation to avoid overcrowd- 
ing as much as possible. 

(h) That bunks and lockers be given a careful 
trial on two capital ships and a light cruiser. 

(i) That a cafeteria system be given a trial 
on the same ships of each fleet on which bunks 
= lockers are recommended to be installed for 
trial. ‘ 

(j) That ship routine, in certain essentials, be 
standardized; that leave, liberty, and recreation 
be as liberal as conditions al'ow; that vessels be 
not diverted from “home yards” for repairs and 
overhaul when it can be avoided; and that ath- 
letics be less specialized. 

(k) That foreign cruises be the 
annual operating schedule. 

(1) That the war stock of clothing be over- 
hauled and unsuitable material and patterns be 
stored for future war emergency. That uniform 
regulations be strictly enforced on all _ 

(m) That trade schools be continued as at 
present. 

(n) That schools for petty officers be established 
on all large ships and on groups of smaller craft. 

(o) That the system of giving acting and per- 
manent appointments to chief petty officers be ex- 
— to include all petty officers above third 
class. 

(p) That every effort be made to obtain re- 
enlistments rather than attempt to lengthen the 
present period of enlistment. 


Capt. Leigh gives the action by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy on the General Board’s 
recommendations and discussions, which in- 
cluded the following: 

“Greater comfort and contentment gen- 
erally in the very beginning of the sea- 
man’s career are necessary to the morale 
of the service as a whole. Many desertions 
occur in the first months of enlistment, 
simply because the man in question does 
not understand the kind of life he has en- 
countered. He is easily discouraged by 
many matters of minor detail which should 
never occur. One of these is overcrowding 
transports and overcrowding cruising ships. 

“The bureau is maintaining its trade 


included in 
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schools, adjusting them to meet the de- 
mands for petty officers. A clause in the 
reserve bill now in Congress does away 
with the sixteen-year retirement for men 
who enter the service subsequent to the 
passage of that act. It is impossible to 
estimate what the exact effect of this pro- 
vision will be if passed, but it will un- 
questionably tend to reduce the number of 
reenlistments among the men affected there- 
by. Ships, after long overhaul, are some- 
times sent away from the yards with in- 
completed repairs and in crowded con- 
ditions carrying recruits to the fleet.” 

The following is an extract from the 
report of a C.O. of a battleship: 

“On December 29, 1923, a draft of 250 
men was received from the naval training 
station, Newport, R. I. These men arrived 
in Boston during a blizzard. No trans- 
portation was obtainable, the men marched 
from South Station to navy yard, a dis- 
tance of four miles. Every effort was made 
to dry their clothes, and the ship’s officers 
were unsparing in their endeavors to find 
berths for this draft of men. When this 
draft arrived, the ship had already 200 
more men than there were billets provided 
for, so the new arrivals had to sleep on the 
deck. They had no time to settle down to 
conditions aboard, due to preparations for 
getting under way and very little time to 
clean themselves and stow their effects. 

“On January 3, 1923, the ship left Bos- 
ton to join the Scouting Fleet. The ship 
was dirty from natural causes, having laid 
at dock for two months in freezing weather. 
After rounding Cape Cod the weather was 
severe and the ship passed through a bliz- 
zard. During this blow the gun deck was 
wet, due to leaky gun ports, rendering it 
unfit for sleeping purposes in most parts. 
Prior to sailing from Boston 60,000 pounds 
of potatoes were stowed on the gun deck 
to prevent freezing. This further reduced 
the deck space where men could sleep, 
many of them having little or no rest for 
two days. 

Upon arrival at Hampton Roads Janu- 
ary 5 we immediately started coaling, tak- 
ing on stores, ammunition and fuel oil. 
Upon completion we got under way and 
joined the Scouting Fleet. The ship was 
dirty, the men were dirty. The impression 
those new recruits received when they 
joined their first ship of the Navy afloat 
must have been depressing. Forty-four 
men of this draft have deserted to date. 

“It is evident that we can not hold our 
men by a life on board ship devoted to 
ship drills and the work in connection with 
care and preservation of the ship. There 
must be something injected which will give 
to every ambitious youth an answer to 
his natural desire for growth. It must be 
realized that the average American youth 
comes into the Navy constantly looking for 
something higher. This condition must be 
met if we are to reduce our turnover and 
attract representative Americans.” 
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T. LOCATELLI, of the Italian Air 

Force, has left Pisa, Italy, according 
to report, en route to the United States 
via England, Iceland, Greenland and Cana- 
da. The Italian airman is not attempting 
to encircle the globe, but is making the 
trip for the purpose of securing data on a 
projected North Pole flight he has planned 
for next year, it is said. 


LARGEST SUBMARINE IN 
U. S. NAVY LAUNCHED 


HE YV-1, the largest submarine ever 

eonstructed for the United States 

Navy, was just launched at the navy yard 
at Portsmouth, N. H. 

Though definite statements relative to 
the operating radius of this type of under- 
sea craft were not given out at the Navy 
Department, the indications are that the 
V-1 is capable of crossing the Atlantic and 
returning without re-fueling or taking on 
any supplies. Although the 1918 building 
program contemplated the construction of 
nine of this type of submarine, appropria- 
tions were only made for the building of 
three, of which the V-1 is the first. The 
keel of the V-1 was laid in 1921, and it is 
expected that she will be commissioned in 
October. 

The new addition to the Navy’s sub- 
sea fighters is 341 feet and six inches over 
all and has a maximum breadth of 27 feet 
and six and three-eighths inches. She is 
capable of a surface speed of 21 knots, and 
when submerged can maintain a speed of 
9 knots. This vessel has a surface dis- 
placement of 2164 tons, and her dimen- 
sions are such that a whaleboat and 
motor launch, each 24 feet long, can be 
conveniently carried. The ventilating sys- 
tem which will be installed on the V-1 will 
be of the most modern equipment of its 
kind and provides for re-vitalizing the 
air. When commissioned she will carry a

The public utility industry has been in the 
limelight from the stock market standpoint for 
several months. The prices of speculative stock 
especially have been subject to very sharp ad- 
vances, and issues primarily of an_ investment 
grade also have been subject to considerable buy- 
ing, with some increases in value as a conse- 
quence. The reason for the popularity of public 
utility securities is well grounded in the remark- 
able improvement in earning power that has 
taken place since the deflation of 1921. Public 
service is not only highly convenient, but an ab- 
solufe necessity and consumers are willing to pay 
a reasonable rate for it. Moreover, income may 
be counted upon as stable under all sorts of con- 
ditions, as witnessed by the increase in earnings 
that has taken place during recent months, while 
many other industries have shown a falling off. 

The present group of securities is composed of 
preferred stocks whose issuing companies repre- 
sent wide diversification in operating territory 
and activities. Care has been exercised to select 
stocks showing a satisfactory yield. The stocks 
eould very nicely be purchased as a group, one 
share of each costing a total of about $823, the 
combined income amounting to $57.50, and the 
average yield amounting to approximately 7 per 
cent. All of the stocks have a good over-the- 
counter market and may be purchased through 
any dealer in public utility securities. The writer 
will be glad to advise by letter those interested 
concerning responsible dealers. 

The American Light & Traction Company is a 
holding corporation controlling a number of gas 
and electric properties operating in such centers 
as Milwaukee, Detroit, St. Paul, St. Joseph, Grand 
Rapids, San Antonio, Madison, Muskegon and 
Binghamton. The preferred stock has paid divi- 
dends regularly since organization of the company 
in 1901. Last year earnings available for divi- 
dends amounted to $27.46 per share. The com- 
pany has no funded debt. 

The Carolina Power & Light preferred stock is 
of no par value, but it is entitled to cumula- 
tive dividends at the rate of $7. There are 47,- 
921 shares outstanding. The company supplies 
the entire electric power and light, street rail- 
way and gas service in Raleigh, the gas service in 
Durham, and electric power and light service in a 
large number of other communities in North Car- 
olina. The company controls the Asheville Power 
& Light Company and the Yadkin River Power 
Company. For the year ended May $1, 1924, 
earnings available for preferred dividends were 
equivalent to $15.75 per share. 


The Consolidated Gas Company of New York 
does the entire gas and electric business in Man- 
hattan, in a large part of the Bronx and Queens, 
and in Westchester county. The preferred stock is 
of $50 par value and is entitled to cumulative 
dividends at the rate of 6 per cent., or $3 a year. 
However, the preferred stock participates with 
the common in any distribution above $4 per 
share on the common, and at the present time is 
paying 7 per cent., or $3.50. There are less than 
$15,060,000 of the stock outstanding and earn- 
ings are at a very high rate per share, amount- 
ing to $95.96 last year. 

The Consumers Power Company owns about 26 
electric generating stations, of which 20 are op- 
erated by water power, in Michigan. All gener- 
ating plants are interconnected. Electricity is 
furnished to more than 155,000 customers, and 
gas service is supplied to a number of important 
cities in Northern Michigan. The fact that such 
a large percentage of electric production comes 
from water power is an important factor in earn- 
ing power, operating expenses being kept compara- 
tively low through —— in fuel and wages. 
For 1923, earnings available for all preferred divi- 
dends were equivalent to 3.76 times the require- 
ment. 

The General Gas & Electric Corporation con- 
trols 47 public utility companies supplying mainly 
electric light and power in a number of impor- 
tant communities in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio,, Vermont, New Hampshire, 
North Carolina and Florida. The properties in- 
clude 26 electric generating plants, 6 gas prop- 
erties and electric railways with 330 miles of 
track. The preferred stock is of no par value 
and is entitled to cumulative dividends at the 
rate of $8. It participates in earnings after $6 
per share has been paid on the common. There are 
47,650 shares outstanding upon which dividend re- 
quirement is $381,200 per year. For 1923, in- 
come available to meet this was $1,292,922.

COMPTROLLER GENERAL 
JuLY 23, 1924. 


Inasmuch as the Act of January 30, 1885, limits 
the right of an enlisted man of the Navy to a 
commuted ration while “doing duty,” and the 
Act of June 10, 1922, and the Executive Order 
thereunder limit payment of the subsistence allow- 
ance for an enlisted man “on duty,’’ neither a 
commuted ration nor the per diem allowance au- 
thorized by Section 11 of the Act of June 10, 
1922, and fixed as to amount by Executive Order 
of June 19, 1922, is payable to an enlisted man of 
the Navy while on authorized leave of absence. 
(Lofgren’s case, July 8, 1924.) 

An officer appointeg second lieutenant, Regular 
Army, and promoted to first lieutenant and tem- 
porary captain, who resigned therefrom and after 
an interval of civil life was reappointed first liey- 
tenant under the provisions of Section 24-e of the 
Act of June 4, 1920, and was serving therein as 
captain on June 30, 1922, is not entitled to the 
pay allowances of the third pay period as pre- 
scribed by Section 1 of the Act of June 10, 1922, 
but only to the pay and allowances prescribed for 
the second pay period, as his appointment at first 
lieutenant was not a first appointment but was 
in fact a reappointment. (Orcutt’s case, July 3, 
1924.) 

An officer appointed a second lieutenant in the 
Engineer Corps April 17, 1915, served succes- 
sively as first lieutenant and captain Regular 
Army, promoted to major (permanent) February 
12, 1920, discharged_under the provisions of the 
Act of June 30, 1922; on November 4, 1922, re- 
commissioned the same day as captain ,and again 
promoted on October 14, 1922, to a majority, is 
not entitled to the pay allowances of the fourth pay 
period inasmuch as his original entry into the serv- 
ice in 1915 was not in a grade above that of sec-

ond lieutenant, nor has he completed 14 years of 
service in the Army, the discharge as major on 
November 4, 1922, and subsequent appointment as 
captain on the same day not constituting an original 
appointment as captain, but simply a reappointment 
in the permanent service. (Kuentz’s case, July 2, 
1924.) 

An officer of the Navy was ordered September, 
1922, to duty on the transport Chaumont from 
Hampton Roads to Honolulu, upon arrival at the 
latter place to regard himself as detached from 
the vessel for temporary duty pending commercial 
transportation to Samoa, upon arrival at which 
place to report for such duty as may be assigned 
him. Held: That it is immaterial whether he was 
actually in travel status or not inasmuch as the 
journey was to Samoa and its termini were not 
within the United States, and did not consist of 
two distinct journeys, one from the East coast 
to San Francisco via Panama Canal, and the other 
from San Francisco to Samoa. (Davis’ case, July 
3, 1924.)

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


Last week the Comptroller General again had 
before him the question whether service rendered 
by a_ retired officer as professor of military 
science and tactics may count as active duty under 
Section 1 of the Joint Service Pay Act in de- 
termining active pay, and indicated an appreciation 
of the probable incorrectness of his former rul- 
ing upon the question wherein he denied that 
such service is active for longevity pay and pro- 
motion purposes, although being, in fact, active 
service and so designated by the President. Upon 
application by Captain Halla, Finance Depart- 
ment, for a review of a suspension of payment 
made to Captain Hollis C. Clark, retired, the 
Comptroller General, after commenting upon the 
fact that corrective legislation was pending and 
the further fact that there is also the case of 
Lauderdale vs. United States now pending in the 
Court of Claims to test the correctness of his 
ruling, significantly concluded by saying: 

“Under the circumstances it is believed 
there should be no departure at this time 
from the holding that duty by a retired Army 
officer as a professor of military science and 
tactics, while in a certain sense active mili- 
tary duty, is not full military active duty in 


the ordinary sense of that term.” 
The Lauderdale case was filed by Ansell & 
Bailey on April 8, 1924, and will be heard as 


soon. as possible after the beginning of the Octo- 
. of that court. The petition in_ that 
case sets out that duty as professor of military 
science and tactics is both in fact and in law ac- 
tive military duty, has been so designated by the 
President, that there can be no such distinction 
as is attempted to be made by the Comptroller 
between active military duty “in a certain sense” 
and “full military active duty in the ordinary 
sense,” and that such duty being active military 
duty counts both for purposes of pay and promo- 
tion. 

An officer of the Regular Army who has had 
service therein prior to his present incumbency, 
but who has resigned and after an interval in 
civilian life had been appointed as first lieutenant, 
requested of Ansell & Bailey an opinion as to 
whether his appointment to the Army as first lieu- 
tenant was a “first appointment in the perma- 
nent service’ within the meaning of Section 1 of 
the Joint Service Pay Act providing higher pay 
period for those whose first appointments in the 
permanent service were above certain grades; within 
the meaning of Section 1 of which they responded 
in brief as follows: 

The Comptroller General has in th epresent 
month held in effect that such an appointment 
after prior service in the Regular Army was not 
a first appointment, but was in fact and in law 
a reappointment. It appears to us, however, that 
the decision proceeds out of a too literal regard 
for the word “‘first.”” That word has been the 
subject of much judicial interpretation and its 
meaning is to be determined in the light of con- 
text and legislative purpose. 

In our judgment “first appointment in the per- 
manent service,’ ’as the phrase appears in the 
Pay Act, is, to say the least, of doubtful mean- 
ing.. It may mean first, having in view any 
prior appointment however remote, as the Comp- 
troller General holds, or it may mean first with- 
out reference to a prior appointment which has 
been terminated by absolute separation from the 
service but only with reference to the beginning 
of the existing continuous service to which the 
Act relates. Looking at the Pay Act as a whole 
and to other Acts in pari materia this meaning 
might well be assigned to the phrase here used. 
{t is to be observed that the word ‘“‘reappoint- 
ment” which the Comptroller General holds the 
appointment in question to be in this case, has 
generally, like “recommission’”’ been used in mil- 
itary and naval status as indicating a change 
of grade without a change of official Status, the 
service being continuous, or constructively so, and 
not marked by an absolute separation from the 
Army, a period of civilian status and an entirely 
new assumption of the military status. However, 
the Comptroller General’s decision is, of course, au- 
thoritative and final in the absense of a judicial 
determination to the contrary, which may be 
sought only by an action brought in the Court 
of Claims.
